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ADDRESS 

OF 

HON.  FRED  E.  BRIGGS 

January  3,  1928 


Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

You  are  now  assembled  to  take  up  the  work  of  the  new  municipal 
year,  1928.  As  we  look  back  over  the  old  year  just  closed,  it  is  appro- 
priate and  correct  to  say  that  the  year  1927  was  a period  of  real  achieve- 
ment for  the  city  of  Attleboro.  Our  industries  have  prospered  and  ex- 
panded; new  firms  have  been  welcomed  here;  new  plants  have  been 
started;  and  building  permits  show  that  new  residences  and  business 
buildings  are  well  sustaining  this  period  of  growth. 

The  city  itself  has  made  progress.  Perhaps  the  most  significant 
achievement  consisted  in  starting  a definite  downward  trend  in  the  tax 
rate,  an  accomplishment  which  would  have  been  impossible  without  the 
co-operation  of  the  Council  and  of  the  city  departments.  We  have 
spent  less  and  have  kept  within  our  budget,  a feat  that  reflects  credit 
upon  every  department  of  the  city. 

We  should  now  resolve  to  permit  no  falling  off  in  our  endeavor  to 
continue  the  savings  thus  far  made  and  to  enlarge  them.  Still  further 
reduction  in  the  tax  rate  is  possible  this  year  if  the  departments  con- 
tinue to  use  care  in  reducing  estimates,  and  if  you,  gentlemen,  continue 
to  closely  scrutinize  each  proposed  appropriation  and  every  request  in- 
volving additional  expenditures. 

The  beginning  made  last  year  was  well  worth-while,  but  it  was  only 
a beginning.  The  tax  rate  must  be  permanently  lowered  in  the  interests 
of  the  home  owners  and  the  business  firms. 

By  doing  our  part  toward  this  end  we  will  be  accomplishing  the 
greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number.  Such  a program  will  especially  en- 
courage our  business  men  who,  having  reached  the  end  of  an  average 
year’s  business,  have  reason  to  look  forward  to  1928  for  even  better  re- 
sults, and  in  their  prosperity  we  will  all  have  a share  because  no  city  can 
thrive  unless  its  industries  are  prospering.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

Wie  are  submitting  our  fifteenth  annual  report  as  Managers  of  The 
Attleborough  Hospital  operating  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  for  the 
City  of  Attleboro,  also  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  audited  by  certified 
public  accountants  whose  certificate  is  attached;  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Campaign  also  examined  and  ap- 
proved by  the  accountants;  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  hospital; 
also  that  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Association,  that  organi- 
zation of  women  steadfastly  loyal  and  helpful  to  the  hospital. 

The  year  just  closed  is  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  new  unit, 
and  shows  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  patients — 1506  as 
against  1391  in  1926.  As  a result,  our  receipts  from  patients  were  about 
$15,000.00  more  as  compared  with  an  increased  expense  of  nearly  $11,000 
thus  reducing  an  operating  deficit  of  $21,000  in  1926  to  about  $17,000  in 
1927.  Our  donations  and  income  from  invested  funds  reduced  our  net 
deficit  for  the  year  to  about  $4,000 — the  total  to  date  as  shown  by  the 
auditor’s  report  being  $4,946.41,  covering  the  period  from  the  formal 
opening  of  the  new  unit  late  in  September  1926  to  December  31,  1927. 

We  now  have  a plant  whose  replacement  value  is  over  half  a million 
dollars  and  we  have  invested  funds  with  a market  value  of  about  $200,000, 
still  inadequate  for  our  normal  requirements.  Gifts,  by*  will  or  otherwise,  to 
our  trust  funds,  preferably  unrestricted  as  to  use  of  income  therefrom, 
afford  a means  of  practical  philanthropy  which  has  proved  attractive 
and  should  appeal  to  generous  minded  citizens. 

Although  municipally  owned — we  Iiad  also  double  the  number  of 
free  cases  in  1527  compared  with  the  preceding  year — no  contribution 
to  the  operating  expenses  of  the  hospital  is  made  by  the  city  except  for 
insurance  and  water.  Thus  we  are  dependent  very  largely  upon  public 
support  and  at  the  risk  of  dulling  by  repetition  the  prod  of  our  sug- 
gestion regarding  memberships,  earnestly  renew  our  plea  for  more 
members  of  the  corporation— either  life  members  at  fifty  dollars  of  which 
there  have  been  32,  four  being  deceased,  or  annual  members  at  ten  dol- 
lars of  which  we  had  19  only  in  1927. 

Fitted  throughout  with  the  most  approved  equipment,  with  a consult- 
ing staff  of  recognized  leaders  in  their  respective  fields  of  specialization, 
with  a competent  local  staff  of  doctors  and  nurses  and  with  efficient 
superintendence,  we  are  prepared  to  render  even  larger  service  to  the 
various  communities  in  this  district.  We  feel,  therefore,  that  we  are  jus- 
tified in  asking  a still  larger  measure  of  support  from  the  public  we 
serve.

TRAINING  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Eleven  pupil  nurses  were  admitted  for  training  in  1927.  Four  pupil 
nurses  completed  their  courses  and  received  diplomas. 

Owing  to  certain  rules  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Registration, 
pupil  nurses  must  spend,  during  their  three  year  course,  a certain  num- 
ber of  hours  in  Medical,  Surgical  and  Children’s  work,  in  order  to  become 
eligible  to  take  their  State  Board  examination,  and  also  to  permit  us  to 
carry  on  a recognized  Training  School  for  Nurses.  We  do  not  have  in 
this  hospital  enough  medical  and  children’s  work  to  cover  this,  so  I have 
secured  a three  month’s  affiliation  course  with  the  Portland  Children’s 
Hospital,  Portland,  Maine;  and  the  Butler  Insane  Hospital,  Providence, 
R.  I.,  the  latter  counting  as  medical.  I have  to  keep  two  nurses  at  each 
of  these  hospitals  all  the  year,  giving  each  pupil  three  months  at  a 
time.  I think  this  will  prove  to  be  of  a great  benefit  to  them. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  twenty-six  in  training,  making  an  in- 
crease of  six  over  last  year.  This  number  is  not  yet  adequate  for  the 
work,  but  I am  hoping  to  have  a larger  number  enroll  this  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 
For  Year  Ending  October  3,  1927 

Three  regular  meetings  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Asso- 
ciation have  been  held  during  the  season  of  1926-27  with  the  President, 
Mrs.  Harry  P.  Kent,  presiding.  There  has  been  an  average  attendance 
of  nine  members. 

The  business  transacted  at  the  quarterly  meeting  has  been  in  general 
the  routine  work  of  the  various  committees;  namely  the  purchase  of  sup- 
plies and  sewing  material  for  the  hospital,  the  expenditure  of  a chest 
income  for  these  articles  and  for  the  up-keep  of  the  free-beds  maintained 
by  the  Association  and  the  reports  of  the  Sewing  Committee  which  has 
most  successfully  served  the  needs  of  the  hospital  in  this  department. 

The  hospital  reports  that  on  October  1,  1926  to  October  1,  1927  four 
patients  have  used  the  free  beds,  the  time  occupied  being  forty-six  days 
or  an  average  of  11  Ms  days  per  patient.

Gentlemen: 

The  Overseers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report,  in  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinance, 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

We  again  report  an  active  year  for  this  department  Although 
many  Temporary  Aid  Cases  were  carried  over  from  1926,  and  many  new 
cases  were  added  during  1927,  the  cost  for  this  form  of  relief  remained 
about  the  same.  A total  of  142  cases  were  handled  by  the  department, 
which  is  16  more  than  during  1926.  Sickness  was  a large  factor  in  the 
cause  for  relief,  nearly  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  cases  handled 
being  due  to  this  cause 

Through  the  fine  co-operation  of  the  manufacturers  with  this  de- 
partment, in  finding  positions  for  the  unemployed,  they  greatly  assisted 
in  making  the  per  capita  net  cost  of  Public  Welfare  in  this  city  one  of  the 
lowest  in  the  state.

FIRE  PREVENTION 

Fire  prevention  to  our  minds,  is  as  important  as  Fire  Fighting,  and 
until  the  American  public  is  aware  of  this  fact  every  person  will  be 
obliged  to  pay  excessive  insurance  rates  because  of  the  heavy  fire  losses 
which  the  country  suffers  each  year.  Statistics  show  that  ninety  percent 
(90%)  of  all  the  fires  are  due  to  carelessness,  and  this  carelessness, 
of  course,  means  the  loss  of  many  lives. 

During  the  last  year  it  is  estimated  that  fifteen  thousand  (15,000) 
people  have  been  burned  to  death  in  the  United  States;  and  it  is  con- 
sidered a fair  estimate  to  say  that  at  least  fifty  percent  (50%)  were 
killed  by  fires  caused  by  carelessness.  Each  and  every  person  who  pays 
insurance  rates  pays  his  proportionate  sh§,re  for  this  carelessness. 

If  we  make- only  a slight  impression  upon  the  people  of  Attleboro  of 
the  seriousness  of  the  Fire  Hazard,  and  make  them  realize  that  Fire 
Prevention  in  their  homes,  stores  and  factories  is  a real  important  thing, 
we  feel  that  we  have  contributed  some  good  to  the  City  as  Fire  Depart- 
ment Officials. 

During  the  past  year,  in  the  inspection  which  our  men  have  made 
from  time  to  time,  we  have  found  many  instances  where  carelessness 
has  been  the  main  thing  that  we  have  to  contend  with.  In  many  cases 
we  found  rubbish  piled  next  to  boilers,  defective  smoke  pipes,  as  well  as 
defective  chimne3rs,  also  poor  storage  of  acids  and  ashes  put  into  wooden 
containers  and  many  other  hazards  too  numerous  to  mention  at  the 
present  time. 

We  want  especially  to  emphasize  at  this  time  the  danger  of  persons 
having  gasoline  in  their  homes  or  in  their  place  of  business,  no  matter 
how  small  the  quantity  may  be.  This  hazard  is  exeremely  dangerous  in 
case  the  right  mixture  takes  place  in  the  atmosphere;  and  lately  we  have 
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knowledge  that  gasoline  has  been  used  in  some  homes  for  cleaning  pur- 
poses. 

Another  hazard  with  which  the  Fire  Department  has  to  contend  with 
is  the  oil  burner  used  in  stoves  and  other  heating  apparatus,  that  has  not 
been  approved  by  the  insurance  underwriters.  We  take  this  opportunity 
of  cautioning  the  people  here  in  the  city  regarding  this  very  dangerous 
hazard. 

Oil  burners,  if  approved  by  the  Insurance  Underwriters,  are  perfectly 
safe  if  handled  properly.  If  a furnace  is  neglected,  to  which  one  of 
these  burners  is  attached,  there  is  surely  trouble  coming  to  the  owner  of 
the  property.  W'e  have  special  reference  to  the  facts  that  oil  heaters 
should  be  taken  care  of  at  special  times,  and  also  that  all  tanks  for  the 
oil  should  be  buried  in  the  ground  and  not  located  in  the  cellars,  where 
if  by  any  chance  a leak  takes  place  and  a fire  occurs,  there  is  absolutely 
no  opportunity  for  the  Fire  Department  to  get  this  fire  out  except  by 
extreme  measures,  which,  as  a rule,  means  ruination  of  property. 

We  have  had  a few  fires  in  our  city  from  oil  burners,  one  which 
was  very  serious.  In  this  particular  instance  the  fire  was  not  caused  by 
the  oil  burner  itself,  but  the  water  guage  was  not  kept  perfectly  clear  as 
it  should  be,  with  the  result  that  the  water  was  completely  boiled  out  of 
the  boiler;  and  as  the  oil  heater  continued  to  keep  up  its  same  volume  of 
heat  units,  the  natural  result  was  that  the  whole  furnace  became  red 
hot,  thereby  communicating  itself  to  the  surrounding  woodwork. 

A furnace  using  coal  would  of  course  never  cause  this  particular  kind 
of  trouble  for  it  would  have  required  attention  and  naturally  it  would  have 
been  discovered  that  something  was  wrong. 

We  cannot  lay  too  much  stress  upon  using  precautions  where  oil 
burners  are  used;  and  if  ordinary  precautions  are  taken,  there  is  no 
reason  why  these  burners  should  not  be  as  efficient  as  any  other  type  of 
heating  apparatus. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

Wfe  again  recommend  that  the  Fire  Department  be  charged  ten  (10) 
dollars  per  hydrant  instead  of  thirty  (30)  dollars  per  hydrant.  Although 
this  charge  is  a matter  of  bookkeeping  it  raises  the  Fire  Department 
yearly  expense  over  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  is  over  twelve  (12) 
percent  of  our  total  expense.  This  charge  of  thirty  (30)  dollars  a hydrant 
is  misleading  as  to  the  expenses  of  our  department.  We  are  unable  to 
find  any  other  city  or  town  charging  over  ten  (10)  dollars  per  hydrant. 

We  again  recommend  that  three  (3)  more  Captains  be  appointed, 
making  six  (6)  Captains  and  two  (2)  Lientenants.  This  recommenda- 
tion does  not  increase  the  number  of  officers  as  the  Captains  would  be 
taken  from  the  present  list  of  Lieutenants. 

W\e  again  recommend  that  a drill  tower  be  erected  in  the  yard  of  the 
Union  Street  Station,  so  that  the  men  can  be  trained  in  the  proper 
handling  of  equipment.  One  of  our  officers  is  a graduate  of  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  Drill  School  but  has  no  facilities  for  training  the  men 
properly. 

We  again  recommend  that  a car  for  the  Chief  of  the  Department, 
as  conditions  are  now,  with  the  Chief  being  Building  Inspector,  he  is  out 
a good  part  of  each  day  which  leaves  the  Assistant  Chief  without  a car 
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to  answer  alarms  while  the  Chief  is  away  from  the  station  inspecting 
buildings. 

We  again  recommend  that  you  consider  the  situation  in  South  Attle- 
boro near  the  State  Line  as  to  another  Fire  Station  in  the  near  future. 
This  section  is  the  most  rapid  growing  section  in  the  city  and  fire  pro- 
tection will  have  to  be  given  this  section. 

We  recomtnend  the  purchase  of  fifteen  hundred  (1500)  feet  of  hose. 

We  recommend  that  six  (6)  additional  permanent  men  be  added  to 
the  department.  Four  (4)  to  be  placed  in  South  Attleboro  and  drop 
the  call  men.  The  other  two  (2)  to  be  placed  in  the  Union  Street 
Station  in  the  center  of  the  city. 

CWe  recommend  that  the  Captains’  and  Lieutenants’  pay  be  in- 
creased twenty-five  ($.25)  per  day.

To  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers: 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Fire 
Alarm  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  use  and  is  in  as  good  working 
order  as  can  be  expected  and  it  consists  of  the  following:  One  steam 
whistle  located  at  Pumping  Station,  South  Attleboro,  one  Diaphone  Horn 
with  compressed  air  equipment,  one  Excelsior  Punch  Register  and  Take- 
up  Reel  at  the  Central  Station,  South  Main  Street.  Three  Tower  Bells 
and  strikers,  one  at  Union  Street  Station,  one  at  bell  tower,  Peck  Street 
one  at  Station  No.  4,  South  Attleboro  and  one  tower  bell  striker  at  the 
Methodist  Church,  Hebronville.  There  are  four  indicatators  as  follows, 
one  in  Central  Station,  South  Main  Street,  one  in  Union  Street  Station 
and  one  in  South  Attleboro  Station,  also  one  in  Hebronville  Station. 

There  are  twenty-four  tappers  and  gongs  located  as  follows:  one  in 
the  Police  Station,  one  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works,  one  in  the  Water  Works  Barn  and  balance  in  the  residences  of 
the  members  of  the  Department  and  in  the  factories  and  shops  where 
they  are  employed. 

We  have  108  Street  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  owned  by  the  city  and  4 
Private  Boxes  owned  as  follows:  one  by  the  Interstate  Street  Railway 
Co.,  one  by  the  Watson  Company,  one  by  the  Bay  State  Optical  Company 
and  one  by  the  A.  B.  Cummings  Company. 

The  Fire  Alarm  headnuarters  is  in  the  Union  Street  Station  and  con- 
tains one  twelve  circuit  Storage  Battery  Switchboard,  one  twelve 
circuit  Protector  Board,  one  ten  circuit  Repeater  together  with  43S 
cells  of  storage  battery  and  one  K.  W.  Motor  Generator  Set  for  charging 
same,  also  one  6 circuit  Storage  Battery  Switchboard  and  one  6 cir- 
cuit Protector  Board  both  of  which  are  in  storage,  also  one  Excelsior 
Register,  Take-up  Reel  and  one  Excelsior  Time  and  Date  Stamp. 

There  is  now  in  the  system  about  95  miles  of  wire.  The  following 
improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  namely:  one  Ex- 
celsior Time  and  Date  Stamp  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Office,  two  of  the  obsolete  type  boxes  have  been  replaced  with 
successive,  positive,  non-interfering  type.  Four  new  boxes  have  been 
added  to  the  System  and  placed  in  the  following  positions:  one  opposite 
the  Sheffield  Home  on  North  Main  Street,  one  on  Philip  Street,  one  at 
the  corner  of  Morris  Avenue  and  Robinson  Avenue  and  one  on  the 
corner  of  Morris  Avenue  and  Mendon  Road.  During  the  past  year  ar- 
rangements have  been  completed  with  considerable  cost  to  the  Tele- 
phone Company  for  Fire  Alarm  use  of  their  underground  ducts  on 
County  Street  to  Capron  Park  and  North  Main  Street  to  Simmons’ 
Crossing.  The  actual  work  of  vacating  ducts  has  been  completed  and 
we  are  now  waiting  for  an  appropriation  of  funds  to  place  all  the  Fire 
Alarm  wires  in  cable  in  the  above  named  underground  ducts  this  year. 
This  will  remove  the  liability  of  interruption  to  the  service  in  the  afore- 
said areas  by  wind  and  sleet  storms,  and  will  also  allow  the  removal  of  all 
the  present  wooden  poles  on  Wall  Street. 
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I would  recommend  the  following  items  for  your  consideration  for 
the  coming  year:  four  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  for  replacements  and  additions, 
also  two  Excelsior  Punch  Registers  to  be  installed  in  the  South  Attle- 
boro Fire  Station  and  one  in  the  Union  Street  Fire  Station.  It  has  be- 
come necessary  to  have  these  Registers  owing  to  the  use  of  new  signals 
which  are  confusing  to  receive  over  the  present  indicators.

Report  of  the  City  Forester 

To  His  Hpnor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

I submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1927. 

During  the  winter  months  the  annual  scouting  for  gypsy  moths  was 
carried  on  and  their  eggs  were  destroyed  with  creosote. 

I found  it  necessary  to  increase  spraying  operations  during  the 
gypsy  moth  catapillar  season  but  owing  to  so  much  rain  spraying  was  not 
as  effective  as  usual. 

Brush  was  cut,  also  overhanging  branches,  along  the  roadsides  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  city. 

The  usual  amount  of  trimming  was  done  on  the  shade  trees,  special 
attention  being  given  to  dead  limbs  and  those  shading  electric  lights. 

I found  it  necessary  to  remove  some  trees  which  were  in  a dangerous 
condition.

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THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

Attleboro,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

The  Health  Department  presents  herewith  for  your  consideration  its 
thirteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927.  The 
organization  of  the  department  is  shown  in  the  preceding  page.  Appended 
are  tables  of  statistical  data,  the  report  of  appointees,  and  a financial 
report. 


ORGANIZATION 

There  has  been  but  one  sub-department  in  which  changes  have  oc- 
curred during  the  year.  Edwin  M.  Knights,  Inspector  of  Milk,  and  Au- 
thorized Agent  for  the  last  two  years,  left  the  department  in  October 
to  accept  a responsible  full-time  position  as  a bacteriologist  at  the  Prov- 
idence City  Hospital.  Mr.  Knights  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  city 
while  he  was  employed  here.  His  work  in  the  laboratory,  as  well  as 
his  other  duties,  were  carried  on  with  thoroughness  and  accuracy.  His 
judgment  in  important  matters  relating  to  department  affairs  was  sound, 
and  of  much  value  to  the  Health  Officer.  The  best  wishes  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  department  and  of  many  others  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact  here  will  follow  in  his  future  work. 

John  J.  McDonald  of  Providence  was  employed  during  the  last  two 
months  of  the  year  as  milk  inspector. 

On  December  31st,  Ernest  Wi.  Doyle  of  Attleboro,  eligible  under 
civil  service  rules,  was  appointed  inspector  of  milk. 


THE  YEAR’S  WORK 

As  the  outstanding  features  of  the  work  accomplished  locally  in 
public  health  during  the  past  year  are  recorded  it  may  be  said  at  the 
outset  that  the  community  has  been  in  many  ways  fortunate.  The 
death  rate  has  been  comparatively  low.  The  incidence  of  common  com- 
municable diseases  with  a few  exceptions  has  shown  a substantial  de- 
crease, and  the  epidemics  have  been  avoided. 

The  activities  of  the  health  department  in  the  last  twelve  months 
have  been  concentrated  particularly  on  certain  measures  which  seemed 
most  in  need  of  attention. 


THE  LABORATORY— CLEAN  MILK 

The  laboratory  service  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Knights  has  been 
unusually  efficient  for  a small  city.  New  equipment  has  been  added, 
and  improved  methods  of  routine  has  been  introduced.  It  is  doubtful, 
however,  if  further  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  laboratory  may  be 
hoped  for  until  it  is  administered  by  a full  time  technician.  The  policy 
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of  the  laboratory  has  been  one  of  helpfulness  to  the  milk  producer  and 
to  others  in  need  of  such  service.  Its  work  so  necessary  to  the  safety 
of  our  citizens  should  at  once  be  extended  to  include  a fully  equipped 
bacteriological  laboratory  under  the  control  of  a full  time  attendant. 


THE  CLINICS 

The  tuberculosis  clinic  held  in  its  new  quarters  at  the  hospital  has 
continued  its  weekly  examination  and  follow-up  of  suspicious  and  con- 
tact cases,  and  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  cases  before  admission  to  and 
with  those  discharged  from  sanatoria.  At  this  clinic  also  a large  num- 
ber of  applicants  for  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp  are  examined  and  those 
most  in  need  of  treatment  are  finally  selected.  Several  children  from 
this  clinic  have  also  been  referred  to  the  Bristol  County  Health  Camp 
and  to  the  fresh  air  room  at  the  Richardson  School.  Each  active  case 
of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  nurse,  as  soon  as  it  is  discovered  or 
reported,  and  each  case  remains  under  the  supervision  of  the  department 
while  living  within  this  jurisdiction.  The  nurse  works  in  co-operation 
with  the  attending  physician  and  the  department  furnishes  such  proper 
care  and  assistance  as  may  be  needed.  Practically  all  the  cases  of  tu- 
berculosis investigated  are  sent  to  the  Bristol  County  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment. There  has  been  a noticeable  decrease  in  the  cases  reported  and 
hospitalized  during  the  last  two  years. 

The  diphtheria  prevention  clinic  instituted  here  in  1923  has  con- 
tinued its  increasingly  effective  efforts  in  the  immunization  of  children 
against  this  preventable  disease.  A more  detailed  account  of  the  clinic 
activities  may  be  found  on  another  page. 


THE  HEALTH  CAMP 

The  department  has  with  the  aid  of  the  Attleboro  Tuberculosis 
Society  conducted  a summer  health  camp  for  undernourished  children 
for  five  consecutive  years.  During  this  period  much  has  been  learned 
about  camp  management  and  many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
routine.  As  a result  of  the  efforts  combined  with  the  assistance  given 
by  the  Lions  Club  which  has  made  the  camp  a possibility  by  providing 
the  buildings  and  equipment,  Attleboro  has  a model  health  camp.  This 
camp  may  now  be  said  to  be  not  only  a permanent  institution  but  also 
one  of  the  most  important  health  activities  carried  on  in  the  community. 
In  the  establishment  of  the  health  camp  moreover,  no  extra  burden  of 
expense  has  been  loaded  upon  the  city  treasury.  A rather  unique  and 
altogether  satisfactory  arrangement  is  in  effect  as  the  city  through 
its  Health  Department,  selects  the  children,  manages  the  camp  and  as- 
tends  the  follow  up  work  while  the  funds  for  maintenance  are  provided  by 
the  Community  Chest.  Since  the  camp  was  instituted  in  1923  there  has 
been  no  deviation  from  the  policy  originally  adopted  as  to  the  types  of 
children  to  be  selected  for  treatment.  The  Attleboro  Health  Camp  is  a 
camp  conducted  essentially  for  the  treatment  of  mal-nourished  children. 
It  is  not  a recreational  camp  primarily.  Certain  fundamentals  are  ob- 
served in  the  selection  of  proper  cases  for  treatment,  and  in  the  care 
they  receive.  No  child  is  admitted  unless  10%  or  more  underweight 
and  all  remediable  physical  defects  are  corrected. 
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The  management  has  always  held  to  the  opinion  that  the  best  type 
of  child  for  acceptance  in  a summer  health  camp  is  the  merely  under- 
nourished child  and  not  the  manifestly  tuberculous  type  or  the  child 
already  infected.  This  latter  type  requires  such  a much  longer  period 
of  absolute  rest  and  cannot  be  furnished  by  any  health  camp  which 
functions  for  a few  weeks  only  during  the  summer.  During  the  time 
that  the  children  are  at  camp  the  daily  rest  periods  are  insisted  on 
as  the  most  important  part  of  the  camp  regime.  An  abundance  of 
fresh,  clean  milk  from  tuberculin  tested  cows  is  furnished  which  has  a 
high  butter  fat  content  and  samples  of  which  are  examined  twice  a week 
in  the  health  department  laboratory.  The  menu  of  three  substantial 
meals  a day  includes  plenty  of  fresh  fruits,  cereals  and  leafy  vegetables. 
These  meals  are  supplemented  fby  mid-forenoon  and!  midfafternoon 
lunches  of  milk,  and  crackers  in  all  cases  where  it  is  found  that  the  ap- 
petite is  not  spoiled  for  regular  meals.  A careful  examination  is  made 
of  each  child  before  admission,  and  complete  records  are  kept  of  the 
physical  findings.  These  records  include  for  each  child,  besides  the 
usual  record  form  a weight  chart,  and  photographs  of  the  child  strinned 
to  the  waist  taken  on  admission  and  at  discharge.  The  records  are  filed 
at  the  health  department  tuberculosis  clinic,  and  the  facts  in  reference  to 
the  progress  of  each  case  found  in  the  follow-up  work  during  the  winter 
are  added  to  the  other  data.  The  teaching  of  health  habits,  and  the  cor- 
rection of  postural  defects  have  received  more  attention  during  the  last 
camp  season  than  ever  before.  The  aggregate  gain  for  1927  of  31214  lbs. 
for  forty  boys  after  six  weeks’  treatment  exceeded  our  1926  record  by 
21  pounds.  The  average  individual  gain  for  each  of  the  forty  boys  was 
7.86  pounds.  Each  week  during  the  winter  these  boys  met  at  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  where  the  Lions  Club  have  had  them  enrolled  for  special  class  work 
in  the  gymnasium.  There  the  weights  of  the  boys  are  recorded  weekly 
and  compare  favorably  thus  far  this  year  with  the  record  gains  shown  at 
discharge  from  the  camp. 


DIPHTHERIA  PREVENTION 

The  most  important  of  the  new  projects  developed  during  the  year, 
was  the  change  in  the  method  of  conducting  the  annual  diphtheria  pre- 
vention campaign.  Early  in  September  a conference  was  held  with  the 
Commissioner  and  with  other  representatives  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health.  At  that  conference  plans  were  made  to  start  an  in- 
tensive campaign  of  diphtheria  prevention  work  early  in  October.  Im- 
munization against  diphtheria  was  started  in  this  city  in  1923.  While  the 
work  must  go  on  from  year  to  year  in  any  community  a sufficient  num- 
ber of  children  has  now  been  immunized  here  to  give  strength  to  the 
opinion  that  the  incidence  and  death  rate  from  this  preventable  disease 
may  be  perceptibly  reduced  in  the  next  few  years.  On  October  6th  the 
first  clinic  was  held  in  the  schools  after  a vigorous  campaign  had  been 
carried  on  by  this  department  working  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health.  A local  diphtheria  prevention  committee 
helped  to  arrange  the  details,  assisted  in  the  clerical  work  in  the  clinics, 
and  also  provided  transportation.  Groups  of  parents  were  addressed  by 
the  health  officer,  and  also  by  Dr.  George  H.  Bigelow,  State  Com- 
missioner who  gave  up  a whole  day  and  evening  to  the  work  in  this 
city.  Envelopes  marked  “Is  Your  Child  Safe”  containing  printed  cir- 
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culars  on  diphtheria  prevention  were  distributed  to  many  families 
through  the  schools.  Through  the  medium  of  newspaper  articles,  paid 
advertisements,  and  posters  in  store  windows  more  information  on  the 
subject  was  disseminated.  Physicians,  district  nurses,  and  life  insurance 
companies  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  the  campaign.  Four  teams, 
each  including  a physician,  a nurse  and  a clerk,  went  to  schools  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  city  on  appointed  days,  and  immunized  all  children  pre- 
senting signed  request  cards.  The  regular  fall  clinic  of  the  health  de- 
partment was  held  as  usual  on  Saturdays  at  the  hospital,  and  particular 
attention  was  given  there  to  the  immunization  of  infants,  and  pre- 
school children.  Although  the  scheduled  time  for  this  clinic  is  at  10:00 
A.  M.  there  was  a crowd  of  mothers  present  which  filled  the  capacity 
of  the  waiting  room  long  before  the  clinic  opened,  requesting  immuni- 
zation for  their  children.  Parents  from  all  sections  of  the  city,  and  a 
few  from  neighboring  towns  appeared  eager  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  offered  to  have  their  children  made  safe  from  diphtheria. 

The  attendance  at  the  Saturday  clinic,  and  also  at  the  school  clinics 
was  most  gratifying  to  the  health  department.  The  total  attendance 
at  alll  clinics  for  the  three  months  was  2,039,  and  the  total  number  of 
children  receiving  complete  immunization  treatments  was  1,006.  Thanks 
are  due  the  Diphtheria  Prevention  Committee  composed  of  interested 
citizens,  and  the  great  assistance  and  encouragement  given  the  de- 
partment by  the  members  of  this  committee  is  hereby  acknowledged. 
The  volunteer  services  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Brewster,  and  of  Miss  Helen  Bullock 
at  the  hospital  clinic  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

There  were  327  cases  of  communicable  diseases  reported  in  1927 
against  a total  of  784  cases  reported  in  1926.  This  lowered  incidence 
was  due  in  part  to  the  comparatively  small  number  of  chicken  pox, 
measles,  German  measles  and  whooping  cough  cases  that  occurred.  There 
were  59  cases  of  chicken  pox,  against  62  for  last  year.  Eight  cases  of 
measles  against  285  for  the  year  before.  One  only  had  German  measles 
while  there  were  60  cases  last  year,  and  whooping  cough  cases  numbered 
three  against  181  reported  in  1926.  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  records 
show  80  cases  reported  with  35  deaths.  Of  those  resident  in  Attleboro 
there  were  13  cases  with  6 deaths.  There  was  considerable  alarm  ap- 
parent in  the  early  fall  because  of  the  prevalence  of  infantile  paralysis 
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all  over  the  state.  Three  cases  were  reported  to  this  department  with 
one  death.  There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria  cases  during  1926.  The  scarlet  fever  cases  numbered  85 
against  67  of  last  year.  The  cases  were  fortunately  all  mild  in  character 
and  there  were  no  fatalities.  Diphtheria,  now  on  the  increase  all  over  the 
country  numbered  23  cases  against  9 cases  last  year.  There  were  2 deaths. 
In  April,  6 cases  wru’e  reported  most  of  which  were  due  to  a rather 
serious  situation  whicli  developed  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital.  It  was  nec- 
essary to  close  the  hospital  for  several  days  at  that  time  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  this  disease  among  its  patients.  Another  flurry  occurred 
in  October  when  9 cases  were  reported.  No  case  of  diphtheria  has 
yet  occurred  among  the  children  immunized  by  this  department. 


NO  TYPHOLD  FEVER 

It  is  a source  of  gratification  to  be  able  to  record  the  fact  that  not  a 
single  case  of  typhoid  fever  has  occurred  in  Attleboro  for  two  years. 
This  freedom  from  typhoid  in  the  city  for  such  a period  is  without 
precedent  so  far  back  as  authentic  data  can  be  secured.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp  for  the 
year  1927: 

The  past  season  has,  in  many  respects,  been  the  most  successful 
in  the  history  of  the  camp.  The  six  weeks  were  marked  by  an  absence 
of  sickness,  the  gains  in  weight  exceeded  all  previous  years’  records; 
and  the  general  improvement  in  the  boys  was  satisfactory.  It  is  indeed 
encouraging  that  we  are  able  to  report  progress  each  year  in  the  work 
of  the  camp. 

Camp  opened  July  5th,  with  forty  boys  in  attendance,  ranging  in 
age  from  eight  to  fourteen  years,  the  average  age  being  10.5  years.  The 
weights  ranged  from  a trifle  less  than  10  percent  to  21  percent  under- 
weight. 

In  spite  of  the  rainy  weather  the  boys  developed  good  coats  of 
tan,  and  during  their  six  weeks’  stay  in  camp  improved  in  every  way; 
grew  more  alert,  less  nervous  and  more  interested.  Their  appetites 
improved  and  many  learned  to  eat  and  like  a variety  of  foods,  some  new 
to  them.  The  boys  also  learned  many  health  lessons  and  practices 
which  it  is  hoped  will  carry  into  their  homes  and  community  a strong 
and  telling  influence  for  good  health. 

One  of  the  most  tangible  measurements  of  the  success  of  a health 
camp  is  the  gain  in  weight.  The  boys  were  weighed  each  Tuesday.  A 
report  of  the  weekly  gains  in  weight  is  as  follows:

The  aggregate  gain  for  the  six  weeks  was  312%  pounds,  net  gain 
306  pounds.  The  minimum  gain  was  4%  pounds,  the  maximum,  which 
was  attained  by  two  boys,  13%  pounds,  and  the  average  gain  for  the  six 
weeks  was  7.70-  pounds.  These  gains,  I feel  will  compare  favorably 
with  those  of  any  health  camp  in  the  country. 

The  staff  this  year  included  Miss  Edna  Calkins^  a graduate  of  Posse- 
Nissen,  Miss  Winnifred  MacDonald,  a student  of  the  Bouve  School  of 
Physical  Education,  and  Mr.  Stanwood  Coleman,  a student  of  the  Scott 
Crabtree  School  of  Art,  who  served  in  the  capacity  of  health  counsel- 
or. Mrs.  Florence  Richardson,  the  cook  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Eva 
Anderson  were  residents  of  Attleboro.  The  success  of  the  camp  is  due 
in  no  small  measure  to  the  type  of  service  rendered  by  these  helpers. 

Intensive  posture  work  was  a feature  of  the  camp’s  program.  Each 
day  the  boys  were  lined  up  in  regular  classes  for  corrective  exercises, 
and  every  effort  was  made  to  create  in  the  boys’  mind  the  consciousness 
of  “good  posture.”  Classes  in  health  and  the  various  handcrafts  were 
conducted  as  a part  of  the  daily  program.  The  boys  were  enthusiastic 
about  the  class  periods,  and  many  showed  real  skill  and  ability  in  the 
use  of  their  hands. 
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A program  of  games  and  demonstrations  and  an  exhibition  of  the 
boys’  work  were  features  of  the  last  night’s  entertainment,  which  was 
well  attended  by  parents  and  other  interested  persons.  The  awarding 
of  prizes  to  the  boys  making  the  greatest  gains,  to  the  best  all  around 
boys  and  to  the  winners  of  the  various  tournaments  concluded  the  even- 
ing’s program. 

At  your  suggestion,  the  Lions  Club  added  to  the  supervisor’s  house, 
making  it  adequate  to  accommodate  the  supervisor,  the  girl  counselors, 
the  cook  and  assistant.  In  addition  to  the  building,  the  Lions  furnished 
certain  camp  equipment  and  accessories  which  added  greatly  to  the 
comfort  of  the  attendants.  The  enlarged  and  attractive  quarters  were 
appreciated  by  all. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Tuberculosis  Society  and  the  Lions  Club 
for  their  untiring  interest  and  support;  to  Mr.  Holt  for  his  kindness  to 
the  boys;  to  Mr.  Anderson  of  Capron  Park  who  added  a bit  of  cheer  to 
the  camp  by  his  donation  of  plants;  and  to  all  others  who  assisted  in 
many  and  various  ways. 

In  closing^  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  the  loyal 
support  which  you  have  given  me  at  all  times. 

I wish  to  make  the  following  recommendations; 

Grounds:  A grass  plot  in  the  space  between  the  houses  would  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  camp  and  would  take  care  of  the 
dust  and  dirt  which  is  bothersome. 

Dormitories:  The  floors  should  be  oilied  and  treated  in  some  way. 
Beds  should  be  painted  and  springs  repaired. 

Mattresses:  Cleansed  and  some  renewed  as  two  had  to  be  de- 
stroyed last  year. 

Supplies:  Should  be  ordered  before  the  opening  of  camp.

OUTSTANDING  VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  267  deaths  in  Attleboro  during  the  year.  The  crude 
death  rate  based  on  an  estimated  population  of  20,980  was  12.7  per  1,000. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  compares  favorably  with  that  of  other 
communities. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths  for  one  month  occurred  in  April  when 
there  were  34. 

There  were,  including  non-residents,  35  deaths  from  pulmonary  tu- 
berculosis, 34  from  cancer,  37  from  chronic  heart  disease,  and  22  deaths 
from  different  forms  of  pneumonia. 


CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  this  report  the  health  officer  desires  to  express  his 
appreciation  of  the  excellent  co-operation  and  assistance  given  the 
health  department  during  the  year  by  the  press,  by  many  interested 
citizens,  and  by  the  various  city  departments,  as  well  as  b y the  non- 
official agencies. 

The  Doctors’  Club  was  as  usual  generous  in  its  attitude  toward 
the  general  health  program,  giving  up  one  of  its  meetings  to  the  con- 
sideration of  local  public  health  matters,  and  supporting  the  health 
department  in  its  diphtheria  prevention  campaign. 

When  cases  of  diphtheria  were  discovered  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital 
in  April,  the  timely  assistance  rendered  the  health  department  by  the 
staff  of  that  institution  was  instrumental  in  averting  what  might  have 
become  a serious  epidemic. 

Considerable  advantage  has  resulted  in  the  close  co-operation  with 
the  school  department,  especially  in  reference  to  the  necessary  pre- 
cautions to  be  taken  in  excluding  certain  contact  cases  front  the  schools. 

The  practice  of  public  health  is  a serious  problem  for  any  com- 
munity involving  as  it  does  the  lives,  and  happiness  of  its  citizens. 

If  public  health  is  properly  directed  it  should  merit  community  sup- 
port, and  sufficient  funds  should  be  provided  from  time  to  time  for  its 
maintenance. 

Disease  prevention  today  is  more  exact  in  its  application  than  it 
was  several  years  ago,  and  therefore  it  is  more  practical — so  practical, 
in  fact,  that  it  has  been  truly  said  that  any  city  may  determine  its  own 
death  rate.  Investments  in  public  health  are  sound  investments,  and 
yield  good  returns. 

May  we  not,  therefore,  hope  in  the  very  near  future  to  have  included 
among  our  local  public  health  activities  the  following  much  needed  items? 

A better  system  of  inspection  of  food,  and  food  handlers,  of  milk, 
dairies,  restaurants  and  lunch  carts;  a properly  functioning  dental 
clinic;  and  hospital  accommodations  for  the  necessary  care  of  cases  of 
communicable  diseases. 

With  the  addition  of  these  units  an  ideal  health  organization  may 
gradually  be  perfected,  and  the  lives  of  many  of  our  citizens  will  be  made 
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more  comfortable,  happy  and  livable,  and  without  doubt  many  lives  will 
be  saved  and  others  lengthened.

REPORT  OF  WEALTH  DEPARTMENT  NURSE 

To  Dr.  William  O.  Hewitt 
Health  Officer 
Attleboro,  Mass. 

Dear  Dr.  Hewitt: 

In  submitting  this,  my  third  annual  report  I,  as  health  nurse,  cannot 
help  but  experience  that  feeling  of  gratification  which  comes  with  the 
observation  of  progress.  Progress,  particularly  when  it  concerns  the  al- 
leviation of  the  distress  which  comes  to  the  needy  and  afflicted. 

It  is  noteworthy  to  call  to  your  attention  that  careful  study  of  com- 
parative records  reveals  a decrease  since  1924  of  tuberculosis  cases, 
both  pulmonary  and  all  other  forms.  All  cases,  active,  suspicious  and 
contact  have  been  under  my  constant  supervision  and  in  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital  regularly,  each  Wednesday  afternoon,  between  the 
hours  of  from  four  to  six,  a clinic  has  been  conducted  for  the  examina- 
tion of  discharged  hospital  patients  and  to  check  on  the  continued  prog- 
ress made  by  the  Health  Camp  children. 

The  Boys’  Summer  Health  Camp,  made  possible  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  the  Lions  Club,  was  attended  to  the  capacity  of  the  well  af- 
forded accommodations.  Here  it  was  most  interesting  to  observe  the 
rapid  progress  and  development  of  the  underweight  boys.  This  subject 
is  treated  with  elsewhere  but  it  is  well  to  remark  that  since  the  close  of 
camp,  the  boys  have  been  visited  in  their  homes  and  by  advice  con- 
cerning diet,  hours  of  rest  and  other  pertinent  health  suggestions,  the 
excellent  condition  of  each  boy  has  been  preserved.  This  could  not  have 
been  accomplished  entirely  without  the  enlisted  aid  of  responsive 
parents  who  have  recognized  what  has  been  done  for  their  children.  The 
Lions  Club  deserves  further  mention  for  having  provided  Y.M.C.A.  mem- 
berships for  the  furtherance  of  the  individual  well  being  of  each  camper. 

A year  ago  we  adopted  a slogan,  “Make  diphtheria  as  rare  a disease 
as  small  pox.”  Provision  was  made  for  the  immunization  of  children 
against  diphtheria.  Clinics  were  established  in  various  quarters  of  the 
city  and  while  the  response  exceeded  expectations  the  department  was 
interested  to  observe  not  alone,  the  anticipated  results,  but  perhaps 
more  so,  the  parent  sympathy  with  the  movement.  This  year,  little 
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more  than  an  announcement  of  a repeated  intention  was  necessary  to 
result  in  waiting  lines  of  eager  clinics.  During  the  month  of  October  a 
record  was  established  of  over  1,000  immunizations.  An  enlightened 
community  perforce  means  a healthful  community. 

Another  regular  clinic  is  held  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  each  Sat- 
urday morning  at  10  o’clock  during  the  months  of  October,  November  and 
December.  This  is  diphtheria  prevention  or  Schick  test  clinic.  Again  a 
feeling  of  accomplishment  is  only  to  be  judged  by  the  attendance. 

An  average  of  3 visits  each  week  is  made  to  the  homes  of  confining 
contagion  and  where  conditions  are  such  that  fair  isolation  is  not  war- 
ranted it  is  then  imperative  that  daily  visits  be  made. 

Acknowledgment  is  made  at  this  time  of  the  splendid  cooperation 
which  has  characterized  the  success  of  the  tremendous  effort  of  1927, 
Not  only  inter-departmental  cooperation  of  school  physician,  school 
nurse,  District  Nursing  Association,  Family  Welfare  and  Department  of 
Public  Welfare — but  as  well  to  the  co-operation  of  those  people  this  de 
partment  is  so  genuinely  and  sincerely  interested  in  assisting  to  reach 
that  plane  of  high  physical  attainment  which  is  so  necessary  for  a happy, 
virile  and  prosperous  community.  Without  health  there  can  be  no  prog- 
ress.

Sir: 


I herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Milk  and 
Authorized  Agent  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  for 
the  period  of  January  1,  1927  to  October  31,  1927. 

During  the  period  mentioned  above  several  things  have  been  accom- 
plished the  effects  of  which  are  bound  to  be  reflected  in  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  public.  To  mention  some  of  these  accomplishments 
briefly:  Four  milk  dealers  were  encouraged  to  find  new  or  better  quar- 
ters for  bottling  their  supplies,  several  were  persuaded  to  secure  ad- 
ditional equipment  to  insure  the  purity  of  their  output.  One  of  the  best 
dairies  has  added  a steam  chamber  for  sterilizing  all  apparatus  and 
utensils,  and  one  dairy  has  installed  and  is  satisfactorily  operating  a 
pasteurizing  plant.  The  two  largest  dairies  in  the  city  now  pasteurize 
their  output,  and  the  volume  of  milk  delivered  by  these  two  plants  alone 
plus  the  volume  sold  by  a pasteurizing  plant  operated  outside  the  city  of 
Attleboro  now  totals  nearly  one  third  the  entire  supply  for  this  city.  All 
pasteurizing  plants  within  the  state  of  Massachusetts  are  now  operated 
under  a new  state  law  which  provides  for  more  careful  supervision  by 
the  inspectors. 

It  is  with  no  little  satisfaction  that  we  state  that  there  were  no 
outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases  traceable  to  the  milk  supply  as  their 
source  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 

With  two-thirds  of  the  daily  volume  of  milk  sold  in  the  city,  not 
pasteurized,  the  situation  was  rather  uncomfortable  when  news  came  of 
the  extensive  milk-borne  typhoid  epidemic  in  the  city  of  Montreal.  Tourist 
travel  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  is  so  common  that  some 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  are  bound  to  find  their  way  into  the  New  England 
states  from  this  source.  Form  letters  were  sent  to  all  the  milk  producers 
and  dealers,  supplying  the  city  of  Attleboro,  urging  them  to  be  on  the 
watch  for  cases  of  fever  and  to  report  to  the  health  department  any 
sickness  among  their  families  or  employees. 

Attention  was  again  drawn  to  the  necessity  for  properly  cleaning 
and  sterilizing  all  milk  containers  and  apparatus.  Inspections  and  per- 
sonal interviews  with  the  milk  men  were  doubled  during  the  summer 
months  because  of  the  possibility  of  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever. 

The  same  supervision  of  milk  supplies  for  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp 
was  carried  out  this  year  as  has  been  done  in  the  past.  The  bacteriolog- 
ical examinations  of  raw  milk  supplied  to  the  camp  this  year  were  much 
more  satisfactory  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 

Examinations  have  been  made  of  the  water  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
swimming  pool  and  in  the  pool  at  Capron  Park.  The  water  in  the  pool 
at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  found  satisfactory  on  each  occasion,  but  the  water 
in  the  pool  at  Capron  Park  has  always  tested  unfavorably  especially 
on  days  when  the  pool  was  most  used.  This  matter  was  taken  up  with 
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park  commissioner  Mr.  Wblfenden  and  he  agreed  to  see  that  an  effort 
was  made  to  install  shower  baths  in  the  dressing  rooms  and  provide 
some  method  of  disinfecting  the  water  in  the  pool.  At  present  the  pool 
is  little  better  than  a common  bath  tub  and  affords  an  excellent  means 
for  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  among  children  using  the  pool. 

During  the  month  of  April  when  the  Sturdy  Hospital  was  threatened 
with  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  the  inspector  was  only  too  glad  to 
co-operate  with  the  hospital  authorities  in  relieving  the  situation.  From 
60  to  80  diphtheria  cultures  were  examined  every  other  day  for  a period 
of  about  two  weeks  and  the  hospital  authorities  were  given  the  advantage 
of  having  immediate  diagnosis  in  the  laboratory  which  may  have  helped 
some  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

It  is  not  without  a feeling  of  regret  that  I am  retiring  from  the 
office  of  inspector  of  milk  after  a period  of  a little  over  two  years,  which 
was  the  approximate  time  that  was  set  when  I took  over  the  work.

REPORT  OF  PARK  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1927.  The  year  has  been 
a busy  one  from  the  standpoint  of  those  who  had  the  work  to  do.  The 
work  of  permanent  nature  consisted  of  widening  roadway  for  about  120v 
feet,  14  feet  wide  and  making  an  8 foot  sidewalk  for  the.  same  distance. 
This  work  required  the  taking  out  of  135  oak  stumps  and  handling  of 
about  700  yards  of  materials  back  and  forth.  The  tennis  courts  and 
ball  fields  required  a lot  of  work  and  attention  when  they  are  in  use  each 
day,  sometimes  as  many  as  four  ball  games  in  one  day. 

Probably  an  explanation  of  the  extent  of  your  parks,  would  make 
it  clearer  to  you,  where  the  money  for  labor  goes.  There  is  in  Capron 
Park,  the  Common,  and  Angell  Park,  about  570  planted  trees,  7000  small 
trees,  evergreens  and  shrubs,  3000  perennials  and  about  4000  bulbs  and 
7000  annuals  planted  and  taken  care  of  each  year,  and  about  nine  acres 
of  lawns.  There  is  over  6000  feet  of  roadways  and  over  that  amount 
of  walks  that  have  to  be  taken  care  of  each  season,  and  surely  they  are 
used  as  hard  as  any. 

The  playgrounds  and  supervisors  I think  are  a great  benefit  to  the 
children  and  a credit  to  the  city.  Every  child  is  a better  child  and  will 
make  a better  citizen  for  the  privilege  of  the  use  of  the  playground  ar. 
Capron  Park. 

The  Zoo,  as  usual,  was  fully  appreciated,  not  only  by  the  young- 
sters, but  grownups  as  well.  The  deer  family  has  been  increased  by  3 
in  the  last  3 years  and  they  need  more  room  to  run  in,  therefore,  as  you 
gentlemen  advise,  the  yard  will  be  made  larger  this  year,  giving  them 
about  one  and  one-half  acres  for  a run. 

The  Department  needs  a dump  truck,  as  the  use  of  the  horse  is 
very  detrimental  to  the  roadways  after  we  started  putting  on  oil,  as  he 
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cuts  the  road  with  his  shoes,  and  lifts  the  crust  made  by  the  oil  cover- 
ing, and  also  ni^kes  holes  in  the  ground,  wherever  he  is  left  standing  ten 
minutes.  Also  the  Common  and  Angel  Park,  being  a mile  or  two  away 
from  Capron  Park,  where  the  tools  are  kept,  it  would  be  economy  to  have 
a truck  instead  of  a horse  and  cart. 

During  1327,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  John  Taber,  Superintendent 
of  Public  Works  Department,  we  were  given  about  50  yards  of  loam, 
but  in  order  to  improve  the  two  acres  of  land,  westerly  of  the  Grand 
Army  entrance,  about  500  feet  back,  we  will  need  about  400  yards  more 
than  we  have  on  hand. 

During  the  year,  there  have  been  about  ten  picnics  from  out  of 
town.  They  have  all  had  a good  time  and  thought  the  park  was  fine. 
In  granting  the  permit,  they  were  asked  to  pick  up  all  paper  and  rubbish 
after  them. 

Band  concerts  have  been  well  attended  and  are  a great  delight  and 
benefit  for  the  people. 

Many  families  come  to  the  park  in  the  shade  of  the  trees,  have 
their  dinner,  and  the  man  comes  from  the  shop  to  the  park  and  enjoves 
a meal  in  the  open  with  his  family,  which  is  a great  benefit  to  both 
his  family  and  himself.

We  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  work  of 
the  playground  at  Capron  Park  for  the  past  summer  of  1927. 

Without  activities  which  are  the  expression  of  the  play  impulse 
there  can  be  no  program.  Because  activities  which  to  one  individual 
are  satisfying  and  expressive,  may  to  another  be  uninteresting.  There 
must  therefore  be  a wide  range  of  choice  in  the  playground  recreation 
program.  Because  the  impulse  to  play  does  not  always  find  the  same 
channels  of  expression,  recreational,  social,  educational,  civic  and  man- 
ual activities,  all  have  their  place  in  the  leisure  time  program. 

Having  these  facts  in  mind  the  playground  program  has  been  based 
on  these  fundamental  principals. 

One  great  group  of  activities  has  been  the  physical  program,  and 
in  this  group  fall  many  phases  of  the  work.  For  the  boys  the  following 
phases  of  physical  recreation  were  scheduled. 

Senior  and  Junior  Baseball  Leagues. 

Basketball. 

Senior  and  Junior  Tennis  Tournaments. 

Soccer. 

Paddle  Tennis  Tournaments. 

Volley  Ball. 

Bat  Ball. 

Track  and  Field  Athletics. 

Quoits. 
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Golf  Tournaments. 

Organized  play  periods  for  younger  boys.  % 

Tag  Football. 

Playground  Baseball. 

Inter-playground  baseball  series  with  North  Attleboro. 

'Hikes. 

'Swimming. 

This  last  named  activity  was  made  an  important  feature  of  the  sum- 
mer’s work.  Besides  the  hours  allowed  for  purely  recreational  sport, 
special  classes  were  formed  during  which  time  the  instruction  was  given 
in  swimming  by  a Red  Cross  representative,  according  to  their  rules 
of  instruction.  Those  completing  the  class  work  and  passing  the  final 
examinations  were  given  the  Red  Cross  Swimmer’s  Button.  One  hundred 
and  forty  children  were  taught  to  swim  during  these  class  periods.  This 
number  includes  both  boys  and  girls. 

This  brings  us  to  th  girls’  activities  which  includes  besides  the  swim- 
ming previously  mentioned:

Under  the  head  of  educational  activities  may  be  mentioned  the 
story  hours,  and  then  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Attleboro  Public 
Library  books  were  sent  to  the  Park  and  a branch  library  was  conducted. 

The  manual  activities  comprised  the  making  of  reed  baskets,  lamps 
and  trays,  reed  and  raffia  baskets.  The  girls  had  sewing,  knitting  and 
crocheting.  The  boys  showed  considerable  interest  in  the  making  of 
toys  and  bird  houses. 

A very  definite  form  of  instruction  in  civic  training  was  given  by 
the  method  of  self  government  among  the  children.  From  among  both 
the  boys  and  girls  leaders  were  picked,  and  formed  into  a leaders  corps 
to  aid  the  Supervisors  and  to  help  with  the  organized  play. 

During  the  season  a Pageant  of  Play  was  given  by  both  boys  and 
girls,  depicting  the  different  activities  and  phases  of  recreation  partic- 
ipated in  by  the  children. 

At  the  close  of  the  season  a Field  Day,  Track  Mieet,  Pet  Show  and 
Doll  Carriage  Parade  were  held.  At  this  time  also  an  exhibition  of  the 
work  completed  during  the  summer  was  held  and  prizes  awarded. 

The  attendance  during  the  season  proved  a source  of  deep  gratifi- 
cation to  those  who  had  spent  so  much  time  and  thought  in  providing 
a safe,  beautiful  place  for  both  children  and  adults  can  enjoy  healthful 
recreation. 
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The  Supervisors  wish  to  thank  the  Commission  and  Park  Su- 
perintendent tor  their  never  failing  co-operation  and  support  at  all 
times. 

* The  following  recommendations  are  considered  to  be  important 
factors  in  making  a more  complete  program  for  other  years. 

Shower  baths  installed  in  bathing  houses. 

Cement  runway  around  the  wading  pool  outside  the  fence. 

At  least  two  cement  courts  for  paddle  tennis. 

Municipal  swimming  pool  for  adults. 

Corner  of  the  Grove  cut  away,  score  board  moved  back,  making  a 
deeper  center  field. 

Autos  not  allowed  to  park  on  basketball  court  or  on  athletic  field 
during  playground  hours. 

Wading  pool  to  be  kept  empty  during  hours  when  there  is  no 
supervision. 

A five  lap  running  track  installed  on  the  athletic  field. 

That  plans  be  considered  for  the  erection  of  more  tennis  courts  as 
soon  as  possible. 

That  pennants  for  Senior  and  Junior  Baseball  Leagues  may  be 
purchased  before  the  playground  season  opens  and  placed  on  exhibition 
uptown. 

That  additional  apparatus,  including  Giant  Stride,  Horizontal  Bars, 
Jungle  Gym  and  Waved  Slide  be  placed  in  the  Grove.

I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Police  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1927.

CRIME

During  the  year  our  city  has  been  free  from  serious  crime,  with  the 
exception  of  a murder  of  a Guard  at  the  Prison  Camp  at  Briggs  Corner 
This  was  committed  by  a prisoner  who  went  suddenly  insane  and  is  now 
confined  to  the  State  Institution  at  Bridgewater.  All  the  others  have 
been  of  the  ordinary  type  and  we  have  been  fortunate  enough  in  nearly 
every  case  to  apprehend  the  offenders.  There  are  still  a few  burglaries 
in  the  south  part  of  the  city  for  which  arrests  have  not  been  made,  but 
we  believe  the  identity  of  the  persons  responsible  is  known  and  in  due 
time  they  will  be  located  and  brought  to  justice. 
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TRAFFIC 

The  problem  of  handling  the  automobile  traffic  is  becoming  greater 
each  year,  and  with  the  small  number  of  officers  that  are  available  for 
this  work  it  is  almost  impossible  to  properly  enforce  the  traffic  rules. 
The  re-routing  of  the  trolley  cars  and  the  making  of  South  Main  Street 
a two-way  street  has  I believe  speeded  up  traffic  considerably,  I trust 
that  when  the  sixty  days  trial  period  has  expired  the  Honorable  Council 
will  see  fit  to  make  this  rule  permanent.  Then  when  the  streets  are 
properly  marked  and  the  necessary  signs  obtained  and  placed  in  po- 
sition the  Department  will  be  able  to  enforce  the  traffic  rules  more  ef- 
fectively. I stated  in  my  report  last  year,  and  I find  that  my  opinion  is 
concurred  with  by  leading  officials  both  in  this  city  and  elsewhere, 
that  the  parking  of  automobiles  in  the  business  district  must  sooner  or 
later  be  eliminated  except  for  business  purposes. 


LIQUOR 

The  liquor  question  received  more  than  ordinary  attention  during 
the  past  year,  not  having  a liquor  squad  the  Patrolmen  are  held  re- 
sponsible for  all  places  on  their  routes  where  liquor  might  be  sold  with 
the  result  that  dispensers  of  contraband  whiskey  are  very  few  within 
the  limits  of  our  city. 

When  the  so-called  social  clubs  were  raided  last  spring  it  was  in- 
teresting to  notice  that  not  any  of  them  had  any  hard  liquor  or  moon- 
shine on  the  premises,  nor  did  the  Officers  find  any  equipment  that  might 
be  used  for  the  making  of  same. 


WELFARE  WORK 

The  Department  has  done  a considerable  amount  of  welfare  work 
during  the  year.  A large  number  of  cases  of  juvenile  delinquents  came 
to  our  attention  and  were  quietly  settled  without  any  publicity.  Only 
the  most  flagrant  cases  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Court,  when 
after  a careful  investigation  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  the  child 
sent  to  a State  Institution  for  training  and  discipline.  Miss  Marion 
Vaughan  of  the  M.  S.  P.  C.  C.  worked  with  the  Department  in  this 
worthy  cause  of  correcting  juvenile  delinquents,  she  has  given  long 
hours  to  the  work,  and  her  assistance  and  helpful  suggestions  are  much 
appreciated. 


REVOLVER  PRACTICE 

The  officers  visited  the  rifle  range  in  Deantown  a few  times  during 
the  summer  for  target  practice.  I have  found  out  from  experience  that 
it  is  only  a waste  of  time  for  the  officers  and  of  money  for  the  city  to 
have  the  officers  go  there  without  a competent  instructor.  Policemen 
should  be  able  to  handle  a revolver  with  skill  and  to  hit  the  mark  when 
necessary,  but  this  only  can  be  attained  by  starting  at  the  beginning. 
I trust  the  Honorable  Council  will  see  fit  to  appropriate  a sufficient  sum 
to  secure  the  services  of  some  person  that  can  give  them  the  necessary 
instructions  for  handling  a revolver  properly. 
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THE  POLICE  FORCE 

When  compared  with  the  Police  Forces  maintained  by  other  cities 
and  towns  of  the  country  according  to  population,  ours  is  one  of 
the  smallest  numerically.  We  have  less  than  one  patrolman  for  each 
1500  of  the  population.  The  average  all  over  the  country  is  one  for  each 
1000  and  in  the  larger  cities  one  for  each  500  of  the  population.  Taking 
into  consideration  the  large  amount  of  territory  covered  by  our  city, 
plain  clothes  work,  it  must  be  apparent  to  the  fair  thinking  citizen  that 
the  Police  Force  must  be  increased  very  soon.  Notwithstanding  this 
the  necessity  for  assigning  one  Patrolman  for  traffic  duty,  and  one  for 
fact  we  have  the  care  and  operation  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 
ambulance  wished  upon  the  Department,  and  the  Hospital  authorities 
and  Physicians  seemed  displeased  when  only  one  man  responds  to  am- 
bulance calls. 


EQUIPMENT 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  one  Studebaker  Sheriff  model 
touring  car,  a combination  Patrol  and  Ambulance,  two  Ford  runabouts, 
and  two  motorcycles.  A new  Ford  runabout  for  the  patroling  of  the 
North  Main,  Wtest,  Holden  and  Pleasant  Street  route  was  ordered  some 
time  ago,  but  has  not  been  delivered  yet. 

The  Police  equipment  carried  by  both  regular  and  reserve  officers 
is  of  the  latest  style  and  pattern.  Each  officer  is  supplied  with  a 38 
calibre  Police  Positive  revolver,  a pair  of  Smith  & Wesson  handcuffs, 
club,  twisters  and  ivory  covered  whistle. 

The  above  equipment  was  inspected  by  the  superior  officers  recently 
and  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

I again  recommend  that  when  the  lease  of  the  present  quarters 
runs  out,  the  erection  of  a suitable  building  for  a Police  Station. 

The  premises  occupied  as  such  for  the  last  number  of  years  is  to 
say  the  least  no  credit  to  the  city.  The  heat  in  the  building  is  shut  off 
at  10:00  P.  M.  and  does  not  come  on  again  till  some  time  after  5 o'clock 
in  the  morning.  This  is  not  a very  agreeable  situation  either  for  the 
Superior  Officer  at  the  desk  all  night  or  the  poor  unfortunate  in  the 
basement.  Again  there  are  five  Patrolmen  who  each  have  an  hour  to 
spend  in  the  Station  at  night  as  a lay  off,  and  it  is  not  very  comfortable 
for  them  to  come  in  from  the  biting  winter  winds,  and  shiver  for  an  hour 
before  they  go  out  on  the  street  again. 

With  the  erection  of  a Police  Station  should  come  the  installation  of 
an  up-to-date  Recall  Signal  System.  It  is  a fact  that  cannot  be  denied 
that  a Signal  System  is  essential  to  the  rendering  of  efficient  service 
by  a Police  Department. 

I recommend  the  placing  of  Patrolman  Arthur  F.  Gaffney  on  the 
pension  list.  Next  May  he  will  have  completed  twenty-eight  years  service 
to  the  town  and  city  and  I trust  that  your  Honorable  Board  will  con- 
sider this  matter  carefully  at  an  early  date.

I recommend  the  trading  in  of  the  two  Ford  Runabouts  now  in  use 
and  the  purchase  of  two  new  ones  to  take  their  place,  also  the  trading  in 
of  two  motor  cycles  and  a purchase  of  one  new  one. 

I recommend  the  appointment  of  four  Patrolmen,  one  for  the  South 
Attleboro  district  during  the  day,  one  for  the  South  Main,  Union  and 
County  Street  beats  nights,  and  one  each  for  the  motor  patrols  of  He- 
bronville  and  North  Main  and  West  Streets. 


APPRECIATION 

A word  of  appreciation  from  me  will  not  be  out  of  place  here  in 
reference  to  the  service  rendered  by  the  members  of  the  department. 
Each  officer  performed  his  duty  faithfully  and  well,  and  the  harmony 
that  exists  among  the  members  is  praiseworthy. 


CONCLUSION 

I wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  Mayor  Fred  E.  Briggs,  the  members  of  the 
Municipal  Council,  the  Justices  of  the  Fourth  District  Court,  Court  Of- 
ficials, Chief  Clarke  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  newspaper 
men,  City  Hall  employees,  and  all  others  who  in  any  way  assisted  the 
Department  during  the  year.

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Dog  Officer  from  January  1, 
1927  to  January  1,  1928. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  City  Clerk  we  have  had  during  the 
year  1927  nearly  1,600  dogs  licensed,  exclusive  of  kennels,  in  the  City 
of  Attleboro. 

During  the  year  I have  had  occasion  to  answer  374  complaints 
concerning  the  keeping  of  dogs  and  have  killed  116  dogs  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  according  to  Chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws. 

A list  of  274  names  of  delinquent  owners  of  unlicensed  dogs  was 
given  me  by  the  City  Clerk,  eight  of  which  were  prosecuted  and  con- 
victed according  to  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report,  covering 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

On  November  11,  the  library  rounded  out  twenty  years  in  the  pres- 
ent building.  It  is  a long  way  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  li- 
brary in  Attleboro.  Strangely  enough  seventy  years  ago,  in  November, 
1857  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Handel  N.  Daggett  the  movement  was  started 
with  a group  of  personal  friends  and  a contribution  of  $1.35. 

The  first  year  in  the  building  the  city  appropriated  $5,000  and  the 
library  had  no  endowment  and  there  was  a circulation  of  38,999  books. 

This  year  the  city  appropriated  $15,775.00.  There  are  $17,871.89  in 
funds,  the  interest  which  is  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  total  circulation  for  this  year  amounted  to  142,101,  an  increase  of 
3,552  over  the  year  1926  and  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  library. 

The  library  as  in  other  years,  has  emphasized  first,  the  chief  function 
of  the  library,  that  of  distributing  books  and  second,  activities  as  ex- 
hibits, lectures  and  co-operation  with  all  civic  organizations.  Thus  it 
has  hoped  to  strengthen  and  increase  the  interest  of  the  various  groups 
in  the  real  service  of  the  library. 

It  is  to  figures  that  we  have  come  for  a comparison  of  work  ac- 


complished.

Work  With  the  Children 

The  juvenile  circulation  was  56,028.  Home  use  of  books  drawn  on 
juvenile  cards  comprises  nearly  40  percent  of  the  total  circulation  of 
the  library  system.  Continued  interest  has  been  maintained  in  the 
State  Certificate  Reading  list.  Ill  certificates  were  issued,  and  of  that 
number  21  were  “Honor”  certificates. 

Relations  with  the  public  schools  have  been  friendly.  Classes  from 
the  evening  school  have  come  for  instruction  on  the  resources  of  the 
library  as  well  as  grades  from  the  more  distant  parts  of  the  city,  for  a 
visit  to  their  library. 

School  deposits  have  been  sent  to  the  Briggs  Corner,  Tiffany  and 
Lincoln  Schools. 

Continuation  school  girls  have  been  to  the  library  in  groups  of  fif- 
teen to  twenty  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  and  for  book 
talks. 

During  the  summer  books  were  sent  to  the  Capron  Park  playground 
and  the  Bristol  County  Health  Camp. 

The  “Adventure  Club”  with  a membership  of  ninety-seven  children, 
from  the  fourth  grade  up,  during  the  summer  months  made  a study  of  Jap- 
an, Alaska,  Holland,  France,  Hawaii  and  the  Philippine  Islands.  By  ex- 
bits, stories  and  dramatization,  the  lives  as  lived  of  these  several 
peoples  were  brought  to  the  club.  An  exhibit  of  unusual  interest  on  Japan 
was  loaned  by  Mrs.  Joseph  L.  Sweet  and  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Wil- 
marth. 

Good  Book  Wteek  was  observed  in  the  room  by  a pageant:  “Good 
W,ill  the  Magician.”  Children  of  nine  nations,  dressed'  in  the  costumes  of 
the  different  countries,  sang  folk  songs,  played  games  and  danced  the 
dances  of  the  several  countries.  The  Italian,  Portugese,  French  and  Jap- 
anese children  as  well  as  their  parents  came  together  that  one  evening 
in  a common  interest  and  all  were  happy. 

The  exhibition  of  books  was  held  in  the  reading  room  and  was  well 
attended.  To  many  this  exhibit  has  become  a means  of  making  the  se- 
lection of  all  their  Christmas  books. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Sweet,  by  her  gift  of  three  hundred  dollars  made 
possible  the  addition  of  many  children’s  books  that  the  library  budget 
would  not  have  allowed. 

In  truth  all  sorts  of  devices  to  interest  children  have  been  tried. 

This  collection  of  finely  illustrated  editions  has  been  used  by  de- 
signers, teachers  and  parents. 
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No  matter  how  skilfull  the  librarian  may  be  in  library  technique 
she  must  always  be  a guide,  counselor  and  friend  if  she  is  to  be  truly 
successful.  It  is  this  spirit  of  helpfulness,  with  the  vision  of  the  library 
as  the  maker  of  men  and  women  that  takes  library  work  out  of  the 
merely  clerical  pursuit. 

Attleboro  Chapter  of  the  American  Federation  of  Art  has  made  use 
of  the  galleries  for  two  exhibits  and  lectures  on  art.  Royal  Farnumr 
Director  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  lectured  on  “Adventures  in 
Art”.  William  E.  Brigham,  formerly  with  the  R.  I.  School  of  Design- 
spoke  on  “Design”  and  illustrated  his  talk  by  his  water  colors  and  jew- 
elry. Miss  Martha  A.  Shannon  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  “Fenway" 
court  and  its  treasures.” 

In  this  same  connection  the  North  Purchase  Club  as  its  part  of  art 
study  held  an  exhibit  for  one  week  of  the  work  done  by  the  students  of 
Attleboro  who  are  studying  in  the  various  art  schools.  The  students 
themselves  in  telling  of  their  work  in  the  various  schools  furnished  a 
very  enjoyable  afternoon. 

There  were  students  from  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Vesper  George 
School,  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Massachusetts  Normal  Art 
School,  and  Fogg  Art  Museum  of  Harvard. 

The  hall  has  also  been  used  for  the  District  Conference  of  the  State 
Federation,  Round  Table  and  Pierian  Club  meetings.  Numerous  exec- 
utives meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Trustees’  Room  by  the  D.  A.  R., 
Women’s  Club  and  the  Art  Chapter. 

Branches 

The  work  at  the  Branches  has  been  as  much  as  could  be  expected 
under  existing  conditions.  Great  appreciation  is  shown  by  the  children 
of  the  Washington  School  for  their  books.  One  has  only  to  stand  in 
the  door  and  watch  them  file  in  to  the  very  tiny  room  on  library  days 
to  realize  how  much  of  real  interest  there  is  on  their  part  and  under 
what  a handicap  the  librarian  works. 

At  the  South  Attleboro  Brdnch  there  is  a small  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  books  circulated  over  last  year.  There  has  been  an  average  of 
six  new  borrowers  use  the  library  every  month.  An  additional  table 
with  chairs  would  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  users  of  the  Branch. 

At  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  Branches  the  circulation  of  books 
remains  about  the  same  as  in  other  years.  The  problem  of  bringing  the 
worth  while  to  those  who  have  not  the  interest  calls  for  a librarian  who 
has  the  true  missionary  spirit. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Robinson  has  continued  to  do  the  work  at  Dodgeville 
and  Miss  Katherine  Miller,  a teacher  in  the  Hebronville  School  took 
over  the  work  at  the  Hebronville  Branch  in  the  fall 

Gifts  of  books  have  been  received  from  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Sweet,  Mrs. 
Raymond  Horton  and  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 

How  the  Library  is  Used 

The  interest  in  the  “Reading  With  a Purpose”  series  published  by 
the  American  Library  Association  has  increased  the  demand  for  the 
books  on  the  subject  treated  by  this  series. 
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The  collection  of  college  and  university  catalogues,  which  the  li- 
brary receives  has  many  times  been  consulted  by  parents  and  prospective 
students. 

Our  manufacturers  have  continued  to  use  the  library  for  material 
on  many  subjects. 

Books  have  been  obtained  for  patrons  on  special  subjects  from 
Worcester  Public  Library.  Boston  Public  Library,  and  the  Providence 
Public  Library.  The  subjects  requested  have  been  in  all  cases  very 
specialized  as  shown  by  the  titles  of  the  following  books:  “Slide  Valve 
and  Link  Motion”,  “Silicio-calcareous  sandstones”  and  “Merchant  vessels 
of  the  U.  S.,  1800-1900.” 

Use  has  been  made  of  the  picture  collection  by  patrons  of  varying 
tastes  and  occupations. 

This  year  the  geneological  books  of  the  library  has  been  consulted 
cftener  than  ever.  To  further  stimulate  the  use  of  these  books  and 
add  more  friends  for  the  library  greater  comfort  and  ease  should  be 
given  the  searcher  bv  adding  shelving  in  the  inner  reference  room  and 
by  removing,  from  the  lower  stacks  the  vital  records  of  Massachusetts 
towns  and  cities,  which  of  necessity,  are  storied  in  the  lowed  racks. 

The  significance  of  the  holidays  have  been  emphasized  by  displays 
of  books  and  posters. 

Without  the  friendly  interest  of  the  “Attleboro  Sun”  in  the  library 
and  its  program,  much  of  the  very  best  kind  of  publicity  would  be  lost  to 
the  institution.  Every  week  the  list  of  additions  to  the  library,  with  de- 
scriptive notes  has  appeared  in  the  paper  as  well  as  many  special  ar- 
ticles. 

Many  lists,  on  different  colored  paper  in  suitable  size  for  book  marks 
have  been  distributed. 

Much  help  was  given  in  selecting  books  for  vacation  reading.  A Pst 
of  two  hundred  books  was  distributed  before  the  real  selection  of  sum- 
mer reading  began.  More  people  than  ever  availed  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  taking  ten  books  away  for  the  vacation.  The  tvpe  of  read- 
ing selected  had  a very  large  percentage  of  non-fiction  and  of  the  fiction 
an  encouraging  number  of  authors  like  Dickens.  Thackerav. 

Without  doubt,  one  of  the  most  popular  collection  of  books  enjoyed 
by  a limited  group — the  books  about  music  and  music  scores.  The 
Chaminade  Club  again  this  year  gave  $50.00  to  the  Music  Fund. 

Library  Needs 

The  most  emphatic  need  for  the  near  future  is  the  better  extension 
of  library  facilities  to  the  parts  of  the  city  served  bv  the  Washing+on 
School  Branch,  Lincoln  School  Branch,  South  Attleboro  Branch.  Dodge- 
ville  and  Hebronville  Branches.  This  need  can  be  met  bv  an  established 
messenger  service  and  by  an  adequate  book  fund  to  allow  a purchase 
of  duplicate  copies  of  popular  new  books. 

Ten  women  and  the  janitor  are  employed  by  the  Public  Library 
Department.  With  an  organization  of  this  size  a staff  room  should  be 
provided.  In  a work  room,  all  too  small  for  a staff  of  that  size  much 
efficiency  is  lost  to  say  nothing  of  the  comforts  of  its  members,  when 
at  the  luncheon  and  supper  hours  some  are  having  their  rest  periods 
eating  meals,  and  others  trying  to  keep  on  with  their  work. 
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A room  of  much  attractiveness  and  comfort  can  be  furnished  in  the 
basement  at  a comparatively  small  cost. 

This  in  the  course  of  a year  would  add  much  to  the  efficiency  and 
happiness  of  the  staff. 


Library  Personnel 

For  the  greatest  efficiency  of  the  library  too  much  of  the  work  of 
the  library  has  had  to  be  done  by  part-time  workers. 

Part  of  this  condition  was  necessitated  by  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Dorothea  Savithes,  junior  assistant,  in  July,  due  to  ill  health,  a place 
as  yet  unfilled. 

In  June  three  of  the  part-time  workers  vrere  lost  through  graduation 
from  High  School.  Hope  Reeves,  Muriel  Tyndall,  and  Jane  Hodges, 
juniors  in  the  High  School,  began  to  do  the  mechanical  processes  in 
the  late  summer. 

Mr.  Frank  A.  Chace  wrho  has  served  the  library  for  over  twenty  years 
as  janitor,  due  to  a painful  accident  was  forced  to  sever  his  connection 
with  the  library  in  October.  Much  of  the  present  good  condition  of  the 
building  is  due  to  his  painstaking  and  ever  faithful  care. 

After  service  to  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  since  September, 
1918.  Mrs.  Snofford  presented  her  resignation  in  November  to  become 
librarian  of  the  Robbins  Library,  Arlington,  Mass.  This  is  to  become 
effective  January  1,  1928. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  suffered  the  loss,  through  death  in  October 
of  one  of  its  most  faithful  members.  Miss  Elizabeth  W'ilmarth,  a wo- 
man of  sterling  character  and  a woman  who  possessed  the  best  traits  of 
her  New  England  forebears. 

The  faithful  work  of  the  staff  merits  commendation,  and  the  results 
of  their  unselfish  labors  is  manifest  in  the  increasing  confidence  of  the 
public  that  its  many  demands  may  be  satisfied  by  the  Public  Library. 

Beginning  in  January,  1927,  Miss  Mary  Money  was  sent  to  the 
Boston  Public  Library  to  attend  a series  of  lectures  by  Miss  Alice  Jordan 
on  “Children’s  Literature.” 

Members  of  the  staff  have  profited  by  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts 
library  club  as  well  as  meetings  of  the  Old  Dartmouth  Club. 

The  librarian  has  spoken  at  several  clubs  and  Mothers’  meetings. 

In  submitting  my  last  annual  report  I wish  to  take  occasion,  to  ex- 
press my  gratitude  to  the  Trustees  for  their  ever  loyal  support  in  the 
working  out  of  library  policies  and  to  the  staff  my  appreciation  for  their 
friendly  and  faithful  service. 

I have  had  much  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  in  working  for  the  li- 
brary interests  of  the  people  of  Attleboro.

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Department  of  Public  Works 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 
Gentlemen: 

Respectfully  submitted  herewith  is  the  thirteenth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1927.  This  has  been  the  first  year  the  Department 
has  operated  with  the  Honorable  Fred  E.  Briggs,  fourth  Mayor  of  At- 
tleboro. It  is  also  the  first  year  of  the  third  term  of  the  writer  as 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works.  Conditions  which  have  had  to  be  met 
have  in  several  instances  caused  grave  inconvenience  in  the  execution 
of  work  as  planned.  The  unusual  and  record-breaking  positions  reached 
in  our  rainfall  chart  inidicates  the  breaking  up  of  the  schedule  of  the 
Public  Works  Department.  Of  especially  grave  import  was  the  inability 
to  reduce  water  in  our  filter  beds  at  South  Attleboro  for  the  usual  late 
fall  cleaning.  These  beds  being  natural  in  the  first  place  and  having 
seen  in  service  over  a long  period  of  years  in  the  second  place,  require 
definite  and  positive  cleaning  at  regular  intervals  in  order  that  they  may 
function.  The  continued  increase  in  draft  on  the  water  system,  placing 
it  at  a peak  in  its  existence  is  convincing  as  to  the  requirements.  It 
is  to  be  expected  therefore  that  in  the  early  months  of  1928  unusual  steps 
will  be  necessary  in  order  to  overcome  the  conditions  forced  upon  us 
in  1927. 

The  highways  within  the  city  limits  have  been  maintained  in  such 
a manner  as  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  public. 

The  maintenance  of  the  sewer  has  been  of  a usual  nature  with  the 
filter  plant  handling  more  than  its  usual  quantities  due  to  concentrated 
heavy  rain.  There  have  been  definite  extension  to  our  sewer  system 
which  can  be  considered  legitimate  expansion  and  improvement. 

Several  drainage  problems  have  been  taken  care  of  permanently. 
Maintaining  of  this  constant  improvement  in  drainage  is  highly  rec- 
ommended by  the  Department.  Some  of  the  work  has  been  carried  over 
into  the  new  year. 

Whenever  possible,  and  in  response  to  requests,,  from  Mr.  J.  J.  Van 
Valkenburgh,  the  Department  has  been  glad  to  cooperate  in  the  new 
water  supply  project. 

The  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway  has  been  operated,  considering  the 
facilities  available  and  the  conditions  which  have  had  to  be  met,  in  a 
manner  which  is  apparently  satisfactory  to  those  who  are  interested 
in  it.  Practically  no  complaint  has  been  received  covering  the  service 
during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  OFFICE 

The  vacancy  in  this  office  was  filled  in  April  of  1927  by  Miss  Mildred 
M.  Masse,  a young  lady  chosen  for  her  qualifications  from  a large  field. 
Several  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  accounting  system  which 
was  in  force  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  its  finality  the  system  as  it 
stands  will  continue  to  be  workable  with  no  further  changes  to  interfere 
with  normal  progress  in  office  routine. 
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The  constantly  expanding  activities  of  the  Department  are  placing 
a continually  increasing  load  on  the  office  personnel.  The  additional 
effort  required,  and  freely  given,  from  the  young  ladies  in  question  is 
deeply  appreciated. 

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Engineering 
Division.  The  usual  and  heretofore  recorded  multitude  of  details  has 
been  passed  to  and  through  the  Engineer’s  office.  A fair  portion  of 
this  detail  has  resulted  in  improving  the  permanent  engineering  record 
of  the  Department. 

The  services  of  this  division  have  been  co-ordinated  with  the  State 
Department  of  Public  W!orks  in  the  work  on  Washington  Street  between 
Highland  Ave.  and  the  Pawtucket  line,  more  particularly  in  the  practical 
working  out  of  some  drainage  details  outlined  by  the  Superintendent 
for  the  benefit  of  the  city. 

There  is  yet  to  be  worked  out  by  our  Engineering  Division  a vast 
amount  of  unknown  subject  matter  which  has  been  accumulating  for 
centuries.  I say  this  advisedly  bearing  in  mind  the  age  of  the  community. 


RESURFACING 

An  unusual  burden  was  placed  upon  Highland  Avenue,  Wash- 
ington Street  to  Robinson  Avenue;  Robinson  Avenue  from  Highland 
Avenue  to  Mendon  Road;  Mendon  Road  to  Turner;  and  Turner  Street 
between  Mendon  Road  and  Washington  Street  during  the  past  year 
owing  to  the  necessity  for  a detour  during  Highway  construction  on 
the  Boston-Providence  Pike  between  Highland  Avenue  and  the  Paw- 
tucket line.  The  charges  for  maintaining  this  detour  were  shared  by 
the  Commonwealth.  The  burden  of  supporting  traffic  on  the  B-P  Pike 
was  not  an  easy  one  to  handle  and  demanded  serious  unstinted  effort  and 
attention  during  the  period  in  which  the  pike  was  closed. 

When  the  plan  for  reconstruction  was  outlined,  the  engineer  for  the 
Commonwealth  promised  us  considerable  of  the  excavated  material  which 
would  be  placed  advantageously  on  highways  close  to  the  Pike.  This 
quantity  was  promptly  reduced  one-third  after  operations  had  started 
because  it  was  utilized  in  the  center  strip  of  the  dual  type  highway 
for  a base  to  take  the  new  surface.  Some  of  the  remaining  material 
which  was  available  was  not  desirable. 

A definite  help  was  given  to  the  city,  however,  on  Orr  Street,  Bar- 
rows  Street,  Mendon  Road  and  on  Turner  Street  easterly  from  the  Pike. 
In  addition,  some  bad  places  in  Newport  Avenue  were  taken  care  of 
with  solid  material  in  such  a way  that  the  effort  will  not  be  lost  in  the 
work  to  come  on  this  sandy  road.  Material  was  also  deposited  on  the 
detour  to  aid  in  its  maintenance  and  some  places  on  Brown  Street  were 
taken  care  of  so  that  the  heavy  traffic  due  to  construction  could  be 
taken  care  of.  The  accompanying  statistical  sheet  will  show  not  only 
the  cost  of  the  work  in  connection  with  these  highways  but  also  gives 
us  ample  opportunity  to  study  the  range  and  effect  of  the  Department  in 
improving  what  have  heretofore  been  called  our  “country  roads.”  This 
effort  which  has  been  continuous  over  a period  of  years  is  beginning 
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to  show  advantageously  for  the  commmunity.  I have  noticed  some  of  the 
neighbors  emulating  our  efforts  so  that  the  lighter  roads  are  being  hooked 
up  to  give  relief  routes  from  trunk  lines  passing  through  the  city  to 
people  who  are  familiar  with  the  locality. 

The  definite  improvement  for  the  year  on  these  outside  lines  was 
on  County  and  Read  Streets  under  this  account.  Newport  Avenue  was 
maintained  so  well  that  the  travel  upon  it  during  the  construction  on 
the  Pike  was  very  heavy  and  as  a result  proved  conclusively  the  ad- 
vantages to  be  gained  by  a proper  improvement  of  this  route. 

On  West  Street,  Wilmarth  Street,  Tiffany  Street,  Pike  Avenue,  Phil- 
lips Street,  Locust  Street  and  several  other  outside  highways  definite 
improvement  can  be  recorded  so  that  it  may  be  seen  our  problem  of 
maintaining  the  standards  set,  figured  in  conjunction  with  a desire  to  con- 
tinue to  expand  our  lighter  roads,  will  call  for  unremitting  effort. 

Besides  the  work  on  the  detour,  graveling,  oiling  and  taking  care 
of  the  highways,  our  other  streets  were  maintained  to  the  best  advantage 
all  things  considered,  and  on  Forest  and  Park  Streets  some  stone  road 
was  put  in  to  eliminate  conditions  which  annually  faced  us  to  the  detri- 
ment of  public  convenience.  This  is  a continuation  of  our  policy  and  will 
be  recognized  by  users  of  the  highways  mentioned. 

Our  emergency  work  under  this  account,  due  to  circumstances  which 
we  meet  annually  and  which  cannot  be  forseen,  was  not  excessive  and 
this  is  indicative  of  the  fruit  borne  from  the  constant  efforts  the  De- 
partment has  put  into  the  policy  of  protecting  hillsides  and  slopes.  All 
around  us  heavy  rains  and  floods  caused  serious  damage.  The  city 
should  be  grateful  for  the  good  fortunes  which  have  enabled  us  to  es- 
cape so  lightly. 


BRIDGES,  FENCES  AND  CULVERTS 

The  detail  accompanying  this  report  shows  conclusively  the  extent 
of  our  operations  and  indicates  a field  which  must  have  continuous  effort 
behind  a definite  policy  for  removing  some  of  our  maintenance  charges 
on  these  bridges,  fences  and  culverts  which  are  so  important  in  our 
highway  program. 

Our  culvert  problem  must  be  taken  hold  of  definitely  so  that  the  old 
stone  culverts  which  have  been  in  place  for  a century  more  or  less  will 
be  not  only  replaced  as  needed  but  extended  to  meet  the  change  in 
width  of  the  travelled  way  of  our  roads. 

The  problem  of  fences  must  be  looked  at  bearing  in  mind  not  only 
the  bridges  and  culverts,  which  are  numerous  due  to  the  streams  and 
water  crossings  in  the  community,  but  also  the  slopes  of  railroad  over- 
passes. The  major  portion  of  the  bridges  require  guard  fences.  At  the 
time  of  the  original  construction  the  plan  for  replacement  does  not  seem 
to  have  been  considered.  With  present  day  conditions  it  resolves  itself 
into  an  important  phase  of  our  highway  safety  and  must  be  studied  and 
acted  upon  accordingly. 

The  bridges  which  we  have  force  us  to  meet  a constantly  changing 
set  of  conditions  because  of  the  ebb  and  flow  of  our  current  highway 
traffic.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  while  considering  our  bridge  situation 
that  highway  improvement  invites  traffic  to  different  roads  which 
were  not  much  used  before  improvement.  The  response  to  this  invitation 
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is  prompt  and  therefore  having  responded  to  the  public  demand  for  im- 
proved highways  and  inviting  by  this  improvement  a superior  burden 
for  these  highways  it  seems  to  me  only  reasonable  that  our  governing 
body  should  take  hold  of  our  bridge  problem  and  by  this  I mean  bridges, 
fences  and  culverts,  in  a major  way  and  after  outlining  a definite  con- 
structive policy  should  maintain  same  to  the  ultimate  goal  of  perfection 
desired. 


STREET  CLEANING  AND  SWEEPING 

The  central  part  of  the  city  has  been  kept  clean  by  two  full-time 
sweepers.  Their  efforts  are  hardly  noticeable  to  our  public  when 
thinking  of  their  operations.  They  get  out  very  early  in  the  morn- 
ing and  have  the  city  practically  cleaned  up  by  daylight.  Their 
worth  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  this  Department  has  received  no 
complaint  from  our  merchants  or  our  public  during  the  past  year.  The 
material  removed  from  the  center  is  handled  out  of  the  Union  Street 
yard  by  whatever  vehicles  are  available  to  work  economically. 

The  Street  Cleaning  Account  was  lower  than  can  be  expected  nomi- 
nally because  of  the  fact  that  circumstances  forced  us  to  forego  consider- 
able of  our  outside  fall  scraping.  Under  this  account  the  spring  and  fall 
curb  and  gutter  cleaning  was  paid  for  and  handled  adequately.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  reduction  over  a period  of  eight  years  under  this  account 
will  be  appreciated.  Improved  results  also  should  be  noted  and  some 
credit  given  and  charges  written  off,  against  the  tractors  used. 


STREET  PATCHING 

The  extension  of  our  black  roads  and  the  increase  in  the  use  not 
only  of  these  but  of  our  other  highways  is  placing  a continually  heavier 
load  upon  the  street  patching  branch  of  the  Department  work.  The 
figures  accompanying  this  report  while  definite  to  a degree  cannot  show 
the  highly  skilled  effort  experienced  men  have  put  into  this  work  to  ob- 
tain results  satisfactory  to  the  supervising  officers.  Several  compliments 
have  been  handed  to  the  men  engaged  in  our  patching  work  by  visitors 
from  outside  communities.  It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  worth 
of  the  personnel  who  now  engage  in  street  patching  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  it  annually  becomes  more  hazardous.  In  the  course  of  a year  these 
men  reach  practically  every  highway  within  the  city  limits. 


DRAINS  MAINTENANCE 

The  usual  routine  of  cleaning  and  maintaining  the  drainage  system 
as  it  exists  was  handled  at  a minimum  expense.  It  is  only  fair  to  note 
our  statistical  record  wlhich  indicates  the  cross  gutter  to  improve  a 
condition  at  Bourne  Avenue,  also  a repair  on  the  East  Street  drain.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  a manhole  was  raised  on  Hodges  Street.  Gutter 
line  and  grade  adjustments  were  made  on  Park  Street  near  Emory 
and  on  South  Main  Street  opposite  the  Dodgeville  Mill  yard  gate,  and  a 
broken  light  iron  covering  was  changed  over  at  South  Main  Street  near 
Monroe’s.  Numerous  small  jobs  were  also  taken  care  of.  The  gross  ex- 
penditure under  this  account,  considering  the  spread  which  it  covers,  is 
remarkably  low. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  a drainage  program  of  improvement  in- 
cluding a drain  on  Pearl  Street  running  from  Thacher  Brook  through 
Pearl  Street  to  Parker  Street  and  from  Pearl  Street  through  James  to 
Atwood  Street  was  executed.  This  system  has  three  basins  at  Pearl  and 
Hazel  Streets,  three  at  James  and  Pearl  Streets  and  three  at  Parker 
and  Pearl  Streets,  besides  basins  at  Atwood  and  James  Streets.  The 
work  was  executed  by  the  highway  forces  and  the  drain  was  promptly  put 
into  service  after  being  started.  It  is  essential  to  note  that  repairs  will 
have  to  be  made  on  the  sidewalks  which  were  dug  up  and  the  street 
returns  will  also  have  to  be  put  in  this  coming  Spring.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  street  returns  and  the  sealing  it  is  expected  that  this 
project  can  be  considered  completed  and  of  inestimable  value  to  a great 
number  of  people  in  the  factory  and  residential  district  which  it  serves. 

On  School  Street  a similar  project  had  long  been  desired  and  was 
voted  and  constructed  during  the  past  year.  This  drain  runs  from 
Thacher  Brook  with  Basins  at  Hazel  and  School  Streets,  across  James 
Street  with  basins  at  the  intersections,  up  to  Parker  Street,  its  terminus, 
with  basins.  The  round  corners  and  approaches  to  the  basins  have  been 
set,  but  the  sidewalks  and  street  returns  as  in  Pearl  Street  drain  have 
been  allowed  to  take  winter  settlement  and  will  be  completed  in  the 
spring  of  the  coming  year. 

Under  New  Drains  there  is  a general  account  which  is  accruablc 
during  the  progress  of  consolidating  several  jobs  and  cannot  be  ap- 
portioned to  each  until  the  completion  of  the  project. 

TEN  MILE  RIVER  AND  THACHER  BROOK 

The  Ten  Mile  River  cleaning  was  interfered  with  considerably  due 
to  high  water,  but  in  the  fore  part  of  the  year  the  Dodgeville  Bleachery 
used  the  water  down  to  a very  low  level  and  consistent  improvement  was 
made  at  a minimum  of  expenditure. 

At  regular  intervals  patrols  were  put  out  on  Thacher  Brook  to  clean 
obstructions  out  of  the  channel.  This  year  rubber  boots  and  equipment 
used  in  this  work  were  on  hand  charged  to  other  accounts  and  were 
utilized  in  cleaning  the  Brook.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  conditions  which  favored  this  account  this  year. 

TRAFFIC  PAINTING 

Several  changes  were  outlined  in  accordance  with  studies  made  of 
the  traffic  conditions  in  the  community  by  the  Mayor  and  Municipal 
Council.  Traffic  is  a never-ending  subject,  and  in  my  opinion  should 
have  a definite  and  positive  basis  for  the  general  scheme  as  outlined. 
Having  once  settled  upon  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  the  plan  ac- 
ceptable, it  should  be  maintained  with  a very  positive  minimum  of 
change.  Changes  in  traffic  regulations  once  established  make  for  chaos 
and  inconvenience  to  a great  number  of  our  citizens  and  friends  from 
other  communities  and  are  therefore  to  be  avoided. 


sidewalks 

There  has  been  a considerable  improvement  made  in  placing  curb 
and  granolithic  sidewalks  during  the  current  year  and  the  accompanying 
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list  shows  the  disposition  of  the  curbing,  this  work  having  been  done 
(both  granite  curb  and  gutters)  by  the  city  forces.  Olof  Pearson  placed 
the  granolithic  walks  paid  for  under  the  sidewalks  and  curbing  account 
in  accordance  with  the  orders  as  executed  by  the  Municipal  Council. 
Measurements  have  been  made  and  submitted,  and  payments  approved 
upon  figures  made  up  by  the  engineering  branch. 

A number  of  corners  at  street  intersections  were  rounded,  in  addition 
to  those  mentioned  under  Drains,  for  the  public  convenience.  Good 
sidewalks  seem  to  be  appreciated  by  everybody  and  I sincerely  hope  that 
ample  funds  will  be  appropriated  annually  to  constantly  expand  upon 
those  we  now  have.  The  granite  curbing  is  of  inestimable  value  in  re- 
taining sidewalks  and  allowing  a proper  flow  line  to  be  worked  out  for 
the  handling  of  surface  water.  These  reasons  demand  the  consideration 
of  our  responsible  authorities. 

Besides  our  new  work  as  outlined  herein  the  maintenance  of  our 
granite,  tar,  and  other  types  of  walks  was  taken  care  of  as  is  shown 
under  our  normal  procedure.  I believe  that  the  problem  of  sidewalks  in 
South  Attleboro,  due  to  traffic  conditions  and  the  need  for  taking  care  of 
our  pedestrians,  particularly  children,  should  be  taken  up  as  a matter 
for  definite  consideration  to  positively  improve  conditions  as  they  exist. 

MACHINERY  AND  TOOLS 

The  crushers  at  North  Avenue  and  South  Attleboro  were  worked  to 
good  advantage  and  were  maintained  without  any  undue  expense. 

Several  of  our  smaller  units  used  around  the  yard  also  can  be  listed 
as  having  performed  satisfactorily. 

Under  New  Equipment  a Fordson  full  crawler  unit  was  bought  and 
is  to  be  used  in  conjunction  witili  a Sargent  plow  designed  especially 
for  this  unit. 

Our  single  maintenance  road  roller  unit  under  the  expert  guidance 
of  our  operator  performed  in  a satisfactory  manner.  As  one  unit  it  has 
its  limitations.  W!e  should  have  a smaller,  modern,  tandem  roller,  gas 
driven,  so  that  it  may  go  anywhere  in  the  city,  and  in  addition  a modern 
large  roller  unit  to  replace  that  one  which  we  have  in  service  and  which 
is  more  than  twelve  years  old.  The  figures  on  road  rollers  show  a small 
amount  expended,  first,  because  the  repairs  were  kept  as  low  as  possible, 
and  second,  because  we  found  it  unnecessary  to  purchase  coal  in  bulk  as 
we  used  considerable  that  was  left  over  from  the  previous  year. 

Our  motor  trucks  show  a small  maintenance  figure  which  perhaps 
is  not  a true  index  of  the  conditions  which  we  have  met  with  this  equip- 
ment. It  may  be  said  that  in  several  instances  some  of  the  work 
which  could  have  been  done  in  1927  had  to  be  stretched  into  the  spring 
of  1928  to  keep  in  service  these  units.  Some  expensive  tire  charges  for 
our  large  trucks  were  stretched  rather  than  place  new  tires  where  they 
would  be  cut  and  destroyed  by  use  with  chains.  It  is  a problem  that 
called  for  close  study  and  careful  observation  with  special  treatment  to 
make  the  policy  effective. 

INSURANCE  AND  INCIDENTALS 

Expenditures  for  insurance  which  includes  the  usual  policies  were 
about  as  usual. 
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At  Maynard  Street  a usual  charge  has  been  paid  for  rental  of  land 
for  tank  storage  and  giving  us  railroad  siding  facilities. 

The  Vacation  item  under  Highways  has  been  taken  care  of  as  out- 
lined in  the  figures  and  we  have  had  a very  small  Incidentals  account 
when  considered  against  the  gross  expenditures. 


ROAD  OIL  AND  TAR 

Under  Road  Oil  and  Tar  several  kinds  of  road  oil,  binders  and  tar 
products  were  placed  where  the  best  results  could  be  expected  from  them 
bearing  in  mind  a full  knowledge  of  the  conditions  which  they  were 
planned  to  improve.  The  policy  of  the  Department  in  its  expansion,  as 
has  been  mentioned  before  in  this  report,  is  to  aim  for  a complete  road 
mileage  which  has  been  treated  to  make  comfortable  its  use  by  those 
of  our  people  who  see  fit  either  through  necessity  or  otherwise  to  pass 
over  same.  Bituminous  products,  a great  portion  of  which  will  be  paid 
for  under  this  account,  seem  to  give  the  best  practical  results  for  the 
minimum  of  expense;  therefore,  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  that  we 
can  afford  to  forego  the  benefits  derived  from  these  treatments. 

The  weather  interfered  greatly  with  the  proposed  fall  program  for 
reenforcing  our  lighter  roads. 


SNOW  AND  ICE 

The  problem  of  keeping  the  highways  open  twelve  months’  of  the  year 
places  a grave  responsibility  on  the  Department  during  a snow  period. 
However,  this  responsibility  is  definitely  limited  where  the  governing 
body  neglects  to  obtain  for  the  Department  the  implements  which  it 
considers  essential  for  the  maintenance  of  the  highways  during  the 
severest  storms. 

During  the  past  year  such  snow  as  we  have  had  was  handled  prompt- 
ly and  without  too  much  trouble.  In  the  fore  part  of  the  year  the  State 
owned  unit  which  had  been  in  use  by  the  City  for  the  past  few  seasons 
was  used  to  good  advantage  in  conjunction  with  our  other  trucks  and 
tractors.  During  the  summer  there  seems  to  have  been  an  adjustment 
in  the  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  so  that  no  unit  was  given  to  the  city 
by  the  State  P.  W.  D.  for  use  during  the  winter.  Inquiry  elicited  the  infor- 
mation that  the  Commonwealth  now  has  laid  out  routes  which  they  were 
to  keep  open  and  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  loan  any  motive  power  or 
plows  to  our  City.  It  is  well  to  record  at  this  time,  however,  that  no  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  plow  the  State  Highway  between  its  be- 
gining  at  Parmenter’s  switch  and  the  Norton  town  line.  I strongly  urge 
that  all  interested  parties  exert  whatever  pressure  is  possible  to  assure  the 
use  of  this  highway  during  the  winter  months  by  having  it  included  under 
the  state  program  for  plowing. 

The  total  funds  expended  under  this  account  for  the  results  ob- 
tained show  up  very  favorably.  Besides  plowing  our  highways,  however, 
we  must  not  forget  that  our  sidewalk  plows  have  to  be  operated  over 
all  of  our  highways,  and  in  some  places  off  the  highway  to  accommo- 
date children  who  must  go  to  school.  No  new  units  have  been  purchased 
recently  for  this  sidewalk  work.  Several  of  those  now  in  service  will 
have  to  be  repaired  and  some  will  have  to  be  rebuilt.  I mention  this  so 
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that  this  work  may  be  anticipated.  The  gross  item  is  of  course  uncertain 
and  its  very  uncertainty  leads  me  to  urge  the  enlistment  of  the  heavy 
motor  busses  now  in  use  on  several  of  the  main  routes  in  the  service 
of  keeping  clear  the  roads  they  use  by  plowing  snow  with  blade  plows. 
When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  transportation  companies  formerly 
conducted  and  maintained  their  railroads  without  expense  to  the  City. 
I feel  that  it  is  not  asking  too  much  from  them  at  this  time  to  contribute 
on  behalf  of  the  bus  lines  a reasonable  share  of  the  cost,  either  in  money 
or  service,  of  snow  removal.  This  perhaps  could  be  more  properly  ap- 
plied to  the  roads  which  they  use  with  their  busses  and  toward  which 
they  contribute  nothing  for  highway  maintenance.  It  is  true  that  the 
equipment  and  plant  is  taxed  but  not  for  a special  highway  purpose. 
They  receive  a multitude  of  benefits  from  the  taxes  they  pay. 


SIGNS,  CLOCK  AND  NUMBERS 

New  signs  were  posted  in  a few  places  but  in  my  opinion  more  money 
should  be  utilized  for  this  purpose  and  different  sections  of  the  City 
should  be  completely  equipped,  divisions  being  made  geographically  so 
as  to  rotate  the  supply  of  street  signs  for  all  of  our  people. 

Some  important  repairs  were  required  besides  the  usual  expenditures 
on  the  City  Clock.  During  the  course  of  these  repairs  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  gild  the  hands  and  numerals  of  the  clock  and  the  net  re- 
sult may  be  recorded  as  an  appreciated  improvement. 

Our  engineers,  in  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  took  care  of 
the  street  numbering  under  this  item. 


OAK  STREET  DRAIN 

Circle  curb  and  paved  gutters  to  properly  protect  and  lead  to  catch 
basins  on  Oak  Street  drain  were  placed.  In  addition  to  this,  a distribu- 
tion of  overhead  showed  an  allotment  to  be  carried  by  this  project,  and 
this  was  written  off. 

To  the  northwest  of  Benefit  Street  the -scheme  of  drainage  included 
a proper  grading  of  the  highway  surface  allowing  that  portion  of  the 
street  to  be  adequately  taken  care  of.  In  carrying  out  this  work  it  was 
necessary  to  do  considerable  excavating  of  unsatisfactory  material  and 
in  addition  gravel  was  placed  to  take  care  of  the  shaping  and  wearing 
surface  of  the  highway.  After  the  filled  ground  making  up  this  part  of 
Oak  Street  has  taken  a permanent  set  it  is  expected  that  a finished 
surface  will  be  placed. 


1924  SEWERS  AND  DRAINS 

At  Angell  Park  a condition  existed  which  required  drainage  relief. 
The  Park  Commissioners,  some  of  the  City  Council  members,  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  visited  the  location  and 
decided  upon  the  best  means  of  obtaining  the  desired  result  at  a reason- 
able cost.  A basin  and  connections  were  constructed  on  old  Park  Street 
and  the  gutters  properly  paved  each  side  of  the  basin  so  that  the  water 
would  easily  flow  into  same  relieving  the  cause  of  constant  complaint 
emanating  from  the  abutters  of  old  Park  Street. 
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At  Mendon  Road  easterly  from  Washington  Street  a sag  in  the  high- 
way was  made  worse  by  the  new  grade  line  of  the  improved  Boston- 
Providence  pike  at  this  point.  The  matter  was  taken  up  on  several 
occasions  by  the  Department  with  the  State  authorities  and  finally  with 
the  backing  of  the  Mayor  arrangements  were  made  to  handle  this  sag  on 
Mendon  Road  to  the  State  Highway  to  a manhole  left  for  proper  con- 
nection to  allow  an  outlet  for  surface  water  which  had  been  accumulating 
and  giving  trouble.  The  work  was  taken  care  of  by  Council  procedure 
and  executed  promptly  at  a reasonable  cost. 

At  South  Main  Street  in  Dodgeville  a sidewalk  culvert  was  blocked 
by  new  owners  of  property  who  wanted  to  use  the  land  into  which  the 
culvert  drained.  Proper  action  by  the  Council  directed  the  construction 
of  a compact  scheme  for  relieving  the  conditions  local  to  this  point  in 
the  highway.  Mr.  Calef,  who  had  been  handling  some  of  the  old  Knight 
property  for  sale  in  this  vicinity,  very  kindly  presented  the  City  with  a 
proper  easement  and  the  work  as  proposed  was  executed  with  satisfaction 
to  all  concerned. 

A portion  of  an  insurance  policy  which  had  covered  several  items 
was  charged  off  against  Kendall  Avenue  Sewer. 

This  record  completes  the  expenditures  which  were  charged  off 
during  the  current  year  against  1924  Sewers  and  Drains. 


1925-27  STREET  WIDENING  LOAN 

Our  new  Mayor  took  hold  of  this  project  promptly  upon  entering 
office  and  ironed  out  legal  difficulties  which  had  been  interfering  with 
progress  on  the  plan  of  South  Main  Street  widening.  Upon  receipt  of 
the  notice  from  the  proper  authorities  that  the  legal  difficulties  were 
being  eliminated  work  proceeded  so  that  with  the  exception  of  the  Briggs 
Hotel  and  the  Fire  Station  apron  the  widening  is  pretty  well  completed 
and  in  service.  The  engineers  are  working  out  a scheme  of  procedure  to 
properly  handle  the  Briggs  Hotel  problem  and  it  is  expected  that  in  the 
coming  summer  the  project  will  be  completed. 


STREET  LIGHTING 

It  should  be  noted  that  under  Street  Lighting  this  year  the  gross  ex- 
penditure is  less  than  last  year.  This  is  due  to  the  reduction  which  was 
to  be  expected  in  view  of  the  recent  decision  governing  same  ren- 
dered by  the  Court.  Our  citizens  should  bear  in  mind  that  a street  light 
once  set  cannot  be  figured  on  its  cost  per  year.  It  becomes  a definite 
expense  over  an  unmentionable  period  and  the  ultimate  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers of  lighting  extensions  should  be  figured  on  the  facts  as  they  are. 
I would  appreciate  having  the  Council  look  into  some  adjustment  of  our 
present  light  position  to  increase  the  benefit  obtainable  without  increas- 
ing the  number  of  lights. 

I believe  it  is  only  fair  to  mention  at  this  time  that  trees  with  heavy 
foliage  are  something  we  can  all  appreciate  in  the  day-time  but  at  night 
heavy  foliage  upsets  the  dispersion  calculation  of  street  lights.  This 
problem  of  course,  taking  all  the  factors  into  consideration,  is  a con- 
stantly changing  one. 
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I believe  that  whereas  Dunham  Street  between  Pine  Street  and 
Union  Streets  has  been  definitely  improved,  it  should  be  properly  il- 
luminated at  night  so  as  to  induce  pedestrians  as  well  as  motorists  to 
use  this  highway  going  from  our  east  side.  Anybody  using  Pine  Street 
at  night  between  Park  and  Dunham  Streets  will  appreciate  the  reasons 
for  the  suggestion  as  recorded. 

SEVIER— OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE 

The  expense  of  keeping  our  filter  beds  in  operation  is  practically 
identical  with  1926.  The  maintenance  charges  for  the  sewer  system, 
which  of  course  cannot  be  forseen  exactly,  were  slightly  reduced  over 
last  year.  The  insurance  charge  was  slightly  less,  while  the  town  of 
Seekonk  taxes  showed  a slight  increase.  Details  are  shown  in  the  ac- 
companying statistics. 


SE\W E R EXTENSIONS 

On  Robert  Street  in  order  that  the  street  surface  between  Lexington 
Avenue  and  Twelfth  Street  might  be  taken  care  of,  and  because  of  the 
desire  for  a sewer  to  accommodate  property  within  these  limits,  and 
because  it  seemed  the  logical  time  to  work  out  a sewer  development  here 
in  conjunction  with  that  of  Twelfth  Street,  the  construction  of  an  exten- 
sion in  Robert  Street  between  Twelfth  Street  and  Lexington  Avenue 
was  completed.  This  project  of  course  was  executed  after  going  through 
the  usual  form  for  sewer  extensions  and  consists  of  991.8  linear  feet  of 
lateral  sewer  in  two  parts  running  from  dead  ends  at  the  summit  at 
Fourteenth  Street,  first  to  Twelfth  Street  and  second  to  Lexington  Aven- 
ue. 

On  Twelfth  Street  in  response  to  a petition  an  extension  was  granted 
running  northwest  from  Robert  Street.  This  structure  consists  of  200 
linear  feet  of  8 in.  vitrified  sewer  pipe  line  placed  to  accommodate 
the  property  in  the  block.  This  work  as  outlined  above  in  the  locality  of 
Twelfth  and  Robert  Streets  stimulated  the  demand  for  sewers  and 
the  question  of  extending  a sewer  in  a southeasterly  direction  from 
Robert  on  Twelfth  Street  has  been  looked  into  and  it  is  expected  that 
this  work  will  go  forward  in  a very  short  time. 

The  sewer  as  outlined  for  Park  Street  was  held  up  because  of  the 
high  ground  water  level  and  shows  only  a small  material  charge. 

Material  was  purchased  and  charged  off  to  Starkey  Avenue  Sewer 
to  cover  a sewer  extension  from  an  existing  dead  end  to  accommodate 
the  new  plant  owned  by  the  American  Reenforced  Paper  Company.  Every- 
thing being  ready,  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  completed  at 
once  after  the  turn  of  the  year  as  the  exceptional  conditions  governing 
the  project  warrant  this  limited  extension  immediately. 


NORTH  AVENUE  SEWER 

This  project  was  begun  upon  the  continued  insistence  from  the 
Health  Department  and  in  response  to  a petition  which  included,  as  I 
understand  it,  residents  from  North  Avenue.  The  extension  as  outlined 
runs  from  West  Street  to  Deantown  Road  and  will  consist  of  796  linear 
feet  of  12  inch  sewer  pipe. 
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The  items  charged  off  this  year  are  minor  charges  but  a contract 
has  been  awarded  Rocco  Germaine  and  was  in  full  swing  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year.  The  estimates  for  this  work  not  having  been  com- 
pleted it  is  only  reasonable  that  the  coming  year  will  show  the  charges 
completely.  High  water  was  one  reason  for  holding  off  on  the  start  of 
this  project. 


WATER  DIVISION 

The  past  year  has  been  extraordinary  in  that  by  far  the  largest 
amount  of  work  recorded  since  we  have  been  a City  was  performed  by 
this  division,  most  of  it  being  essentially  of  a permanent  nature  consti- 
tutes an  excellent  investment  and  will  continue  to  give  a return  over 
a very  considerable  period. 

The  maintenance  payroll  item  was  kept  to  an  absolute  minimum 
and  two  features  should  be  noted;  First,  the  foreman,  George  E.  Mac- 
donald, resigned  to  take  effect  on  short  notice  in  the  last  part  of  the  year. 
Second,  our  hydrant  tester  and  handy  man  was  ill  for  a very  large  part 
of  the  year.  The  trained  personnel  in  this  division  being  limited  in  a 
community  of  this  size,  the  public  will  perhaps  realize  the  consistent  and 
extensive  effort  which  went  into  the  work  recorded  in  the  statistics  at- 
tached. This  work  being  done  by  the  City  and  the  employees  under- 
standing that  they  will  have  to  maintain  these  lines  after  they  are  put 
into  service  have  given  the  community  an  excellent  grade  of  workman- 
ship at  a minimum  of  cost.  As  was  forecast  in  last  year’s  report  our  ex- 
penditure for  new  meters  rose.  The  number  of  replacements  and  new 
services  is  an  index  to  part  of  this  expenditure,  while  a large  and  ex- 
pensive meter  was  purchased  to  have  on  hand  to  checkmate  conditions 
which  one  usually  meets  in  water  works  practice  with  some  kinds  of 
industry. 


SERVICES 

There  were  105  new  services  installed,  a few  of  these  being  larger 
than  1-inch,  the  usual  size.  Further  details  can  be  obtained  from  the  ac- 
companying statistics.  In  addition  it  was  necessary  to  honor  two  re- 
quests for  fire  service.  These  are  indeed  expensive  where  taps  have  to 
be  made  from  large  mains  calling  for  tapping  sleeve  and  gate  of  major 
size. 

The  policy  of  inspection  to  obtain  the  best  results  for  all  parties  con- 
cerned, the  water  taker  as  well  as  the  City,  has  been  continued  and  I feel 
that  complaints  on  service  are  rapidly  approaching  the  irreducible  min- 
imum. 


MAIN  LINE  EXTENSIONS 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  bulked  several  departmental  recommendations 
for  main  line  extensions  and  finding  that  the  Fire  Department  in  addition 
to  the  Public  Works  Department  advocated  these  improvements,  submit- 
ted a program  which  was  passed.  The  major  portion  of  this  program  has 
been  acebmplished  and  reasons  for  the  failure  to  complete  the  program 
are  definite.  After  the  program  had  been  set,  the  Honorable  Council  con- 
tinued to  vote  other  extensions  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  weigh  sev- 
eral factors  to  establish  an  order  of  precedence  in  the  'main  line  extension 
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work.  Because  of  the  unknown  element  of  what  extensions  will  be  voted 
through  the  full  period  of  the  year  adjustments  in  the  program  have  to 
be  made  to  meet  these  conditions. 

failure  of  interested  parties  to  complete  necessary  papers  has  some 
times  delayed  the  work  and  caused  a shifting  about  of  funds  to  cover 
the  failures. 

An  expensive  proposition  calling  for  considerable  thought  was  forced 
upon  us  by  the  State  highway  project  on  Washington  Street  between 
Highland  Avenue  and  the  Pawtucket  line.  Extensions  and  crossings  were 
laid  out  giving  an  outline  which  was  projected  to  satisfy  the  immediate 
oemands  of  the  future.  Experience  proves  conclusively  that  develop- 
ments on  a highway  of  this  sort  are  not  always  usual  and  therefore 
plans  should  be  worked  up  from  the  outline  as  constructed  so  that  all 
of  the  new  developments  in  that  locality  can  be  adequately  taken  care  of. 
In  some  instances  the  units  were  very  high  because  of  the  concentrated 
and  expensive  fittings  and  labor.  At  the  crossing  just  below  1000  Wash- 
ington Street  our  men  ran  into  an  old  stone  culvert'  which  was  the 
cause  of  grave  inconvenience  and  considerable  expense.  The  position  of 
an  existing  telephone  duct  line  and  the  type  and  kind  of  crossing  re- 
quired in  view  of  the  structures  in  the  way  also  contributed  to  raise  the 
unit  cost  of  the  work  as  required  to  accommodate  changed  conditions  due 
to  the  cement  highway. 

Traffic  conditions  which  have  had  to  be  met  in  this  work  also  added 
to  the  cost.  Inspection  of  the  accompanying  statistics  sheet  on  Main 
Line  Extensions  and  Replacements  is  convincing  indeed  to  the  worthiness 
and  scope  of  the  effort  to  keep  abreast  of  increasing  development. 

The  other  items  for  the  Water  Division  show  by  comparison  an 
annual  record  of  which  we  are  proud. 


PUMPING  STATION 

The  pumping  station  under  the  chief  engineer,  George  Cook,  ful- 
filled all  the  obligations  it  owes  to  the  City  in  a highly  satisfactory 
manner.  Several  serious  problems  were  met  and  solved  so  that  our 
c.tizens  were  saved  considerable  trouble  and  inconvenience. 


THE  A.  B.  C.  STREET  RAILWAY 

The  single  Birney  type  one  man  car  operated  on  this  City' owned  rail- 
way, having  been  in  service  over  a considerable  number  of  years  and  for 
thousands  of  miles,  needed  considerable  overhauling,  painting  and  me- 
chanical attention.  The  car  was  put  in  the  shop  and  after  an  extended 
stay  during  which  a great  deay  of  work  was  done  both  inside  and  out- 
side, underneath  and  overhead,  came  out  a much  improved  unit.  Bear- 
ing in  mind  the  burden  which  has  to  be  carried,  this  car  has  rendered 
remarkable  service. 

On  the  track  and  overhead  as  much  work  as  could  be  afforded,  bear- 
ing in  mind  the  necessity  for  public  safety  in  the  operation  of  this  line, 
was  properly  taken  care  of.  In  addition  the  details  of  replacing  the  over- 
head on  Park  Street  between  Emory  Street  and  the  corner  were  dis- 
cussed so  that  we  may  expect  the  completion  of  this  work  in  good  order 
without  charge  to  the  City. 
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The  stand  taken  by  the  Superintendent  in  this  matter  was  ably 
supported  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  resulted  in  a very  considerable 
saving  against  this  railway  and  therefore  to  the  City. 

The  future  of  the  line  can  be  definitely  observed  by  a thorough 
study  of  the  figures  applicable  to  the  history  of  the  road  since  the  City 
undertook  its  operation. 


RIFLE  RANGE 

The  usual  taxes,  target  charges  and  so  forth  were  taken  care  of  un- 
der this  account. 


The  completion  of  the  debt  payment  of  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway 
during  the  coming  year  will  probably  allow  the  unprejudiced  consider- 
ation of  the  future  of  this  railway.  The  establishment  of  a definite 
policy  for  serving  the  patrons  of  this  railway  for  a considerable  period 
of  years  should  be  taken  up  and  worked  out  by  the  proper  authorities. 

The  time  has  come  when  an  adequate  study  and  solution  of  the 
problem  of  sewer  construction  for  South  Attleboro  must  be  taken  care  of. 
I feel  that  a plan  and  the  working  details  complete  to  cover  a project  of 
this  sort  should  be  started  at  once. 

The  new  water  supply  should  be  well  under  way  before  the  end  of 
1928  and  our  recent  experiences  are  very  convincing  of  the  dire  need  of 
having  the  distributory  portion  of  this  new  supply  hooked  up  with 
adequate  pumping  facilities  so  that  the  insurance  for  the  City,  which  it 
is  meant  to  cover,  will  be  established  in  fact  and  in  the  shortest  possible 
time. 

The  continuity  of  the  highway  policy  which  has  been  in  vogue  for 
a considerable  period  should  perhaps  be  expanded  rather  than  retarded 
to  adequately  meet  the  increase  in  motor  vehicle  registration,  particu- 
larly of  the  heavier  cars,  busses  and  trucks.  This  applies  not  only  to 
road  surface  but  also  to  usable  road  width  and  to  the  structures  therein; 
namely,  culverts,  bridges,  drains  and  so  forth.  Nothing  should  be  done 
to  cripple  this  expansion  and  all  of  our  citizens  and  business  men  should 
do  everything  in  their  power  to  properly  aid  a policy  of  this  kind. 

During  the  past  year  there  seems  to  have  been  a pessimistic  ex- 
pression of  the  business  conditions  in  and  about  our  community.  A 
passer-by  would  perhaps  feel  that  Attleboro  was  in  a decline.  A study  of 
the  records  of  this  Department,  their  efforts  and  ^endeavors  for  the  past 
year,  is  quite  convincing  that  such  is  not  the  case.  On  the  contrary,  with 
the  endeavors  of  the  Public  Works  Department  as  an  index  there  must 
be  a positive  and  definite  growth  in  the  City  as  a whole.  I rather  feel 
that  our  facilities  for  observation  in  this  respect  are  not  easily  surpassed 
and  I want  all  of  our  citizens  to  appreciate  our  understanding  of  these 
conditions  in  Attleboro  as  we  find  them. 

The  entire  personnel  of  the  Department  is  tendered  herewith  the 
sincere  thanks  of  the  Superintendent  for  the  excellent  efforts  they  have 
contributed  toward  the  success  of  a very  busy  year.

In  the  last  twenty  years  the  schools  have  increased  from  an  average 
membership  of  2,109  in  1906-1907  to  an  average  membership  of  3,860  for 
the  year  1926-1927.  This  is  a gain  of  1,751  in  twenty  years.  In  the  last 
ten  years  the  gain  has  been  978.  Only  three  times  in  the  last  twenty- 
five  years  have  the  schools  failed  to  show  a substantial  gain  each  year. 
In  1909,  when  the  Parochial  School  was  opened  on  Maple  Street  there 
was  a loss  of  138;  in  1911,  when  the  entering  age  was  increased  there  was 
a loss  of  15;  and  in  1922,  there  was  a loss  of  79.  All  the  other  years 
show  gains  ranging  from  9,  the  smallest  gain,  to  272,  the  largest  gain.  The 
membership  this  fall  is  about  the  same  as  it  was  last  year,  the  average 
for  three  months,  September,  October  and  November  being  11  more 
than  last  year.  I have  no  doubt  that  next  year  and  the  following  years 
the  schools  will  increase  as  usual. 

At  the  High  School  this  fall  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in 
enrollment.  There  are  at  present  only  13  tuition  pupils  in  the  High 
School,  7 from  Rehoboth  and  6 from  Seekonk.  Nine  of  these  will  leave 
the  school  in  June,  so  that  in  September  1928  there  will  be  only  three 
or  four  pupils  from  out  of  town.  In  1924  there  were  50  tuition  pupils. 
Each  year  the  number  has  been  decreased,  by  the  vote  of  the  Com- 
mittee not  to  admit  any  new  tuition  pupils  on  account  of  the  crowded  con- 
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ditions,  so  that  next  year  there  will  be  practically  no  tuition  pupils  in 
the  school.  The  graduating  class  in  June  will  be  large,  the  senior  class 
numbering  142.  The  eighth  grade  in  the  grammar  schools  numbers  284, 
about  80%  of  whom  will  enter  high  school,  making  the  entering  class 
about  225  pupils.  With  a large  graduating  class,  no  tuition  pupils  and  a 

smaller  entering  class,  I estimate  the  enrollment  for  the  high  school 

for  the  next  year  at  about  700  pupils.  This  will  be  about  35  to  40  less 
than  are  enrolled  at  present.  This  falling  off  will  probably  be  only 
temporary  and  the  following  year  may  see  a slight  gain.

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State  Wide  Arithmetic  Contest 

Another  State  Wide  Arithmetic  Contest  for  grades  V,  VI  and  Vll 
under  the  auspices  of  the  School  of  Education  of  Boston  University  was 
held  December  8,  1926.  This  contest  was  participated  in  by  more  than 
113,000  pupils  in  160  towns  and  cities  in  New  England.  The  test  covered 
addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division  and  business  situations 
and  was  in  all  respects  similar  to  the  test  given  in  December,  1925.  The 
final  report  was  received  in  April,  1927.  The  places  taking  part  in  the 
test  were  arranged  in  order  of  their  rank  from  highest  to  lowest.  The 
middle  score  is  called  the  median;  one-fourth  from  the  top,  the  third 
quartile;  three-fourths  from  the  top,  the  first  quartile.  Attleboro  stood  at 
the  third  quartile  or  about  number  forty  in  the  160  places  taking  the 
test.  This  is  about  the  record  made  in  1925,  and  speaks  well  for  the  work 
being  done  in  arithmetic  in  the  Attleboro  schools.  A similar  test  will 
be  given  again  in  April,  1928. 

Tests  in  Language  Errors,  Reading  and  Spelling  are  being  given  this 
fall  and  will  be  repeated  in  the  spring.  The  first  test  will  be  used  to 
detect  the  weaknesses  of  individual  pupils,  the  second  test  will  serve  as 
a check  to  see  if  the  failures  have  been  corrected.  These  tests  arouse 
great  interest  among  pupils  and  teachers  and  serve  to  create  more  en- 
thusiasm in  all  the  work  of  the  school. 


Visual  Education 

Through  the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund  the  pupils  of 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  of  the  High  School  are  privileged 
tcf  study  history  this  year  through  the  Chronicles  of  America  Photoplays. 
These  photoplays  are  based  on  the  Chronicles  of  America,  published  by 
the  Yale  University  Press,  and  are  “a  series  of  vivid  and  inspiring  motion 
pictures  reproducing  with  historical  accuracy  striking  events  in  the  an- 
nals of  the  United  States  from  the  voyage  of  Columbus  to  Appomattox.” 
There  are  fifteen  of  these  photoplays  and  they  will  all  be  shown  to  tht* 
school  this  year.  The  Trustees  have  purchased  a motion  picture  pro- 
jector for  the  High  School  as  well  as  a portable  projector  for  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  Five  of  these  pictures  have  been  shown  already 
and  have  greatly  stimulated  interest  in  the  study  of  history  in  the  upper 
grades.  The  pictures  are  impressing  on  the  minds  of  the  pupils  the 
significance  of  the  events  studied,  and  are  creating  a clearer  conception 
of  the  people  and  their  leaders  who  made  this  great  republic  possible. 

Ten  schools  have  stereopticons  for  using  lantern  slides  and  two 
schools  have  sets  of  600  slides  which  the  schools  have  bought  themselves. 
At  the  superintendent’s  office  is  a set  of  1,000  slides,  which  can  be  sent 
to  the  schools  as  the  teachers  may  request.  There  is  also  a set  of  1000 
stereographs  showing  the  same  pictures  as  the  slides.  Each  building 
has  a number  of  stereoscopes  so  that  by  passing  them  around  the  class 
during  the  recitation  each  pupil  has  an  opportunity  to  see  all  the  pictures 
illustrating  any  one  lesson. 

Attleboro  is  to  be  congratulated  for  having  this  equipment  for  visual 
education.  It  puts  the  schools  of  Attleboro  in  line  with  other  progres- 
sive communities  and  gives  the  children  in  the  schools  educational  op- 
portunities better  than  many  communities  can  offer. 
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iOne  serious  obstacle  to  the  use  of  part  of  this  equipment  is  the 
lack  of  school  halls.  Only  three  schools  have  halls  where  the  pupils 
can  be  brought  together  for  instruction — the  High  School,  the  Bliss 
School  and  the  Lincoln  School.  With  the  growth  of  visual  education, 
the  school  hall  becomes  a necessity,  and  the  schools  that  do  not  have 
a hall  are  greatly  handicapped. 


Educational  Progress 

During  the  year  courses  of  study  in  Language  and  Geography  have 
been  worked  out  by  two  committees  of  teachers  and  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  teachers  for  trial.  After  trying  them  out  for  a year,  any  desired 
changes  will  be  made  and  the  course  of  study  made  final.  Thanks  are 
due  these  two  committees  for  the  painstaking  care  with  which  the 
courses  were  made  out. 

It  has  been  possible  this  year  to  supply  the  schools  with  more  new 
books  and  equipment  than  usual.  The  introduction  of  a new  spelling 
book,  begun  several  years  ago,  has  been  completed,  so  that  all  pupils 
are  now  using  the  same  series  of  books.  New  maps  have  been  bought  for 
the  Washington,  Lincoln,  Sanford  Street  and  Briggs  Corner  Schools. 
Many  more  maps  are  in  poor  condition  and  should  be  changed  as  soon  as 
possible.  A new  business  geography  has  been  placed  in  the  eighth 
grade,  new  histories  in  about  half  of  the  seventh  grade,  and  a number 
of  sets  of  histories  in  grades  four  and  five.  Many  small  items  of  equip- 
ment have  been  added  this  year,  made  possible  by  the  increase  in  the 
appropriatioon  for  books  and  supplies.  Teachers  and  pupils  must  have 
good  tools  to  work  with  if  good  results  are  to  be  expected,  and  the  in- 
creasing demands  upon  the  schools  and  the  changes  taking  place  in  the 
school  curriculum  call  for  larger  expenditures  for  books  and  supplies  to 
keep  the  schools  up-to-date.  Changes  in  the  text-books  in  language  and 
geography  should  be  made  next  year,  more  reference  books  should  be 
purchased  for  the  upper  grades,  health  readers  supplied  in  grades  five 
and  six,  and  supplementary  books  furnished  for  the  teacher's  desk. 
For  several  years  past  little  more  has  been  done  than  to  replace  worn- 
out  books  with  new  ones.  This  year  it  has  been  possible  to  do  more  than 
that  and  to  make  some  changes  that  will  greatly  improve  the  work  of  the 
schools. 


Teachers  at  Summer  School 

Only  eight  teachers  attended  summer  school  this  year,  a smaller 
number  than  usual.  The  influence  of  such  teachers  is  decidedly  helpful 
and  tends  to  keep  up  the  professional  spirit  of  all  the  teachers.  The 
schools  attended  are  as  follows:

Only  by  read- 
ing and  study  and  attending  conferences  and  conventions  can  a teacher 
keep  up  her  professional  standards  and  continue  as  a progressive,  inspir- 
ing teacher.

T ransportation 

Nearly  every  year  I have  reported  on  the  puzzling  and  perplexing 
problem  of  transportation.  The  problem  becomes  more  perplexing  as  the 
city  grows.  The  cost  is  mounting  steadily.  Parents  no  longer  wish 
their  children  to  walk  more  than  half  a mile  to  school.  The  situation 
is  especially  trying  when  one  pupil  just  within  the  limits  set  has  to  walk 
and  another  just  beyond  the  limit  receives  transportation.  I have  spent 
a great  deal  of  time  in  past  years  measuring  distances  from  the  different 
schools  in  all  directions.  Perhaps  more  satisfactory  results  might  be  ob- 
tained by  having  the  city  engineer  show  on  a map  of  the  city  just  what 
the  limits  of  transportation  are  for  each  school.  Next  to  sounding  the 
“No  School  Signals,”  the  matter  of  transportation  of  pupils  is  the  most 
trying. 


Care  of  Buildings 

In  January  a campaign  was  started  for  cleaner  school  buildings. 
A questionnaire  was  sent  to  janitors  and  principals  asking  them  to  ex 
amine  carefully  all  parts  of  th'eir  buildings,  and  to  note,  the  various 
ways  in  which  the  buildings  could  be  made  cleaner  and  more  home- 
like. The  janitors  co-operated  in  a wonderful  manner.  Basements 
have,  been  whitewashed  or  painted,  woodwork  varnished  or  painted,  cold- 
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air  chambers  thoroughly  cleaned  and  whitewashed,  and  the  general  ap- 
pearence  of  the  buildings  greatly  improved.  Janitors,  as  well  as  teachers 
and  pupils  have  been  encouraged  to  take  pride  in  the  neatness  and 
cleanliness  of  the  school  rooms  and  buildings,  and  to  try  to  made  them  as-, 
attractive  as  possible.  I hope  this  year  to  complete  any  work  of  this 
kind  that  remains  unfinished,  and  to  make  our  buildings,  especially,  the 
cld  buildings,  as  clean  and  neat  and  attractive  as  old  buildings  can  be 
made. 

Repairs 

Many  items  of  repair  work  were  done  during  the  year  as  shown  by 
the  report  of  the  Custodian  of  Buildings.  Large  items  attract  attention, 
but  there  are  many,  many  small  items  to  be  attended  to  which  take  time 
and  money  but  which  are  too  insignificant  to  mention  in  a report.  I would 
like  to  state  however,  that  more  repair  work  in  the  schools  has  been  done 
this  year  than  has  been  done  for  a long  time  and  the  schools  show  the  ef- 
fect of  it.  This  has  been  made  possible  partly  by  the  increased  appropri- 
ation for  repairs,  and  partly  by  the  fact  that  no  really  large  jobs  had  to  be 
done  this  year.  If  this  policy  can  be  continued  for  three  or  four  years,  the 
school  buildings,  especially  the  old  ones,  will  be  a credit  to  the  city.  The 
newer  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  but  the  old  buildings  still  need 
many  improvements  to  put  them  in  the  condition  they  ought  to  be.  At- 
tleboro owes  all  her  pupils  clean,  attractive  buildings.

The  reports  of  the  principals  and  supervisors,  school  physician  and 
school  nurse  cover  many  details  of  school  activity  and  I recommepd  a 
careful  reading  of  their  reports.  I would  like  to  mention  briefly  several 
items  covered  by  their  reports  simply  to  call  attention  to  them. 

1.  The  open  air  room  at  the  Richardson  School,  opened  in  Septem- 
ber, 1925,  is  successfully  serving  those  pupils  who  need  air  and  sun- 
light, and  rest  while  acquiring  an  education.  Several  pupils  each  year 
reach  their  normal  weight  and  are  returned  to  their  regular  class  rooms. 

2.  The  room  for  retarded  pupils,  also  at  the  Richardson  School,  is 
meetipg  the  needs  of  the  pupils  requiring  individual  attention,  and  sev- 
eral of  these  have  been  helped  so  that  they  have  been  able  to  take  up  the 
regular  work  of  their  grade. 

3.  The  individual  method  begun  by  Miss  Roberts  at  Hebronville 
is  being  carried  on  for  the  third  year,  and  is  producing  excellent  results. 
By  this  method  pupils  probably  get  a better  idea  of  how  to  study  than  in 
any  other  way. 

4.  A beginning  has  been  made  at  Hebronville  in  fixing  up  the  house 
purchased  last  year  by  the  city  and  making  it  into  a community  house. 
The  repairs  in  the  housee  will  be  made  by  the  boys  of  the  school  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Roberts  and  the  janitor  and  will  provide  practical 
training  in  hand  work  for  two  or  three  years. 

5.  The  schools  have  been  supplied  with  equipment  for  games  for  the 
supervised  play  period  at  recess  time.  These  games  keep  the  pupils 
out  of  mischief  and  furnish  the  proper  kind  of  relaxation. 

6.  The  practical  work  done  by  the  boys  and  girls  at  the  contin- 
uation school  should  prove  of  great  value  to  them  in  later  life.  These 
pupils  deserve  to  have  as  much  done  for  them  as  any  pupils  in  our 
schools,  and  I believe  they  are  greatly  benefitted  by  the  courses  of  stud: 
provided  for  them. 

7.  The  schools  cooperated  with  the  Health  Officer  in  conducting  a 
diphtheria  prevention  campaign  this  fall.  The  results  were  extremely 
gratifying.  Over  700  were  treated  in  the  schools  and  many  more  were 
treated  by  their  family  physicians  or  at  the  clinic  conducted  by  the  health 
department. 

8.  The  Safety  Councils  in  the  schools  are  giving  boys  and  girls 
excellent  training  in  citizenship,  are  helping  to  develop  leaders,  and 
furnish  excellent  opportunities  for  character  building.  The  officers  and 
leaders  assist  in  many  ways  in  school  management. 

9.  Miss  Crowell,  the  drawing  supervisor,  now  spends  four  days  a 
week  at  the  High  School.  By  having  departmental  work  in  drawing, 
music  and  penmanship  in  the  grades  she  is  able  to  supervise  the  work 
in  the  upper  grades  while  her  assistant  takes  care  of  the  primary  grades. 
This  plan  is  being  tried  this  year  as  an  experiment.  If  the  results  are 
not  satisfactory  an  additional  drawing  teacher  will  be  recommended. 


Recommendations 

1.  Continue  the  revision  of  course  of  study  in  geography  and  intro- 
duce n.§w  text  books  as  needed. 
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2.  Introduce  new  text  books  in  language  and  grammar  in  all  grades. 

3.  Continue  to  buy  new  maps  as  funds  will  permit. 

4.  Furnish  the  schools  with  better  office  equipment,  such  as  filing 
cabinets,  duplicators,  etc. 

5.  Purchase  sets  of  Health  Books  for  grades  V,  VI,  and  VII. 

6.  Provide  the  superintendent’s  office  with  a new  self-feeding  mimeo- 
graph and  transfer  the  one  now  in  use  to  the  High  School. 

7.  The  commercial  department  at  the  High  School  should  have  a 
modern  duplicator  and  other  up-to-date  office  equipment. 

8.  Sidewalks  should  be  built  at  the  Washington  and  Lincoln  Schools. 
The  city  should  be  urged  to  build  a cement  sidewalk  the  entire  length  of 
Washington  Street. 

9.  Petition  the  City  to  accept  Rex  Avenue  and  provide  a driveway 
into  the  yard  of  the  Washington  School. 

10.  A wire  fence  should  be  built  on  the  Washington  Street  side  of 
the  yard  at  the  Lincoln  School.  Estimated  cost  about  $500. 

11.  A wire  fence  should  be  built  along  the  South  Main  Street  side  of 
the  playground  at  the  Hebronville  School.  This  is  about  300  feet  and 
would  cost  about  $350.  If  the  whole  lot  were  fenced  the  cost  would  be 
about  doubled.  This  lot  needs  to  have  some  grading  done.  I do  not 
think  the  cost  would  be  large. 

12.  A new  boiler  should  be  installed  at  the  Bank  Street  School. 

13.  The  retaining  wall  at  the  Farmers  School  next  to  Mr.  Round’s 
property  should  be  rebuilt.  This  wall  has  been  down  for  a number  of 
years.  The  cost  would  be  about  $2,500. 

14.  The  walks  at  several  of  the  schools  are  in  bad  condition  and 
should  be  rebuilt.  Each  year  $500  to  $1,000  should  be  spent  on  the  walks 
till  they  are  all  replaced. 

15.  Change  the  meaning  of  the  No-School  Signal  sounded  at  7:15 
which  closes  the  High  and  Bank  Street  schools  for  the  day,  so  that  it  will 
mean  the  postponement  of  the  opening  of  these  schools  till  9 o’clock, 
unless  the  signal  is  sounded  for  the  grades  at  8 o’clock.  The  signals 
would  then  mean: 

At  7:15 — Postponement  of  opening  of  High  and  Bank  Street  schools 
to  9 o’clock. 

At  8:00 — Omission  of  High  and  Bank  Street  schools  for  the  day  and 
omission  of  the  morning  session  for  the  elementary  schools. 

16 — Purchase  50  chairs  for  the  Bank  Street  School  so  that  the  pu- 
pils may  be  assembled  in  the  large  room  on  the  second  floor. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress.  The  most  important  ac- 
complishments have  been  noted  in  this  report.  There  are  many  other 
items  too  unimportant  to  mention,  but  still  of  much  value  in  helping  to 
make  the  schools  progressive  and  of  more  service  to  the  community. 
Whatever  success  the  schools  have  attained  has  been  due  to  the  sincere 
efforts  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  principals,  teachers  and  janitors, 
and  to  them  the  thanks  of  the  community  should  be  given.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CONTINUATION  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Director  of  the  Attle- 
boro Continuation  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

When  the  girls  enter  the  school  in  September,  they  are  first  given  in- 
struction in  preserving.  Both  the  open  kettle  and  cold  pack  methods  of 
canning  are  used.  The  girls  are  given  an  opportunity  to  preserve  fruits 
and  vegetables  from  their  own  home  garden.  The  period  of  canning  is 
followed  by  jelly  making,  the  products  of  which  are  used  for  the  school 
lunch. 

In  order  that  the  public  might  have  an  opportunity  to  know  what  the 
girls  are  doing  in  this  part  of  their  work,  it  wTas  decided  to  have  an  ex- 
hibit. Mr.  Herbert  Hicks  gave  us  the  use  of  one  of  his  windows  at  his 
bakery  on  South  Main  Street.  Through  the  excellent  write-up  in  the 
Attleboro  Sun,  the  public  was  informed  of  this  exhibit.  A great  deal  of 
interest  was  shown  in  the  attractive  display  and  much  favorable  com- 
ment was  received. 

The  clothing  units  have  followed  the  plans  previously  reported.  To 
add  interest  some  instruction  in  textile  fabrics  was  given.  Trips  were 
taken  to  local  stores  so  that  the  girls  might  become  familiar  with  trade 
names  and  prices  of  fabrics.  Samples,  posters,  magazines,  and  books 
were  all  used  to  impart  a knowledge  of  the  world  of  cloth,  purchasing 
values,  standards  of  good  tastes,  and  care  of  clothing. 

The  instruction  given  the  girls  in  nursing  is  vitally  important. 
This  course  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bradford,  the  school  nurse. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  care  of  the  baby.  Much  of  this  in- 
struction is  put  into  immediate  effect  in  the  homes  of  these  girls  with 
definite  results.  Then,  too,  when  one  considers  how  young  some  of  these 
girls  marry,  it  is  highly  important  that  they  be  equipped  with  a knowl- 
edge of  this  phase  of  the  home  life. 

In  February  the  girls  sent  invitations  to  members  of  the  school  com- 
mittee inviting  them  to  attend  a luncheon  at  the  continuation  school. 
The  girls  prepared  and  served  the  luncheon  in  a very  acceptable  man- 
ner. The  occasion  was  a delightful  one  and  was  .especially  enjoyed 
by  the  girls  who  had  an  opportunity  to  put  into  practice  what  they  had 
been  taught. 

Professional  improvement  work  is  required  of  every  teacher.  This 
may  be  done  by  attending  a summer  school  held  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  State  Department  for  continuation  school  teachers,  or 
by  taking  approved  courses  at  any  of  the  colleges.  By  all  teachers 
taking  this  work  they  are  well  equipped  for  their  profession. 

The  diversified  shop  work  for  the  boys  is  proceeding  along  the  lines 
followed  in  previous  years.  The  success  of  the  home  mechanics  course 
lies  in  approximating  as  far  as  possible  the  actual  repairs  encountered  in 
the  home.  In  order  to  stimulate  these  conditions  the  boys  make  as  many 
practical  repairs  about  the  school  building  as  they  are  qualified  to  handle. 
Their  activities  to  date  have  included  white  washing  of  walls  in  the 
basement,  bronzing  of  all  radiators  and  pipes  throughout  the  building, 
scraping  and  refinishing  of  the  sewing  machines,  varnishing  the  wood- 
work in  corridors  and  rooms,  drawing  window  sashes  and  setting  glass, 
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scraping  and  refinishing  the  outside  doors.  Th££  have  attended  to  many 
minor  repairs  such  as  fixing  sticking  doors,  window  locks,  chairs  and 
tables. 

The  boys  are  allowed  a certain  amount  of  work  on  articles  for 
themselves.  Before  any  boy  is  allowed  to  make  an  article  he  must  prove 
that  there  is  real  need  for  it.  This  causes  the  boy  to  talk  the  matter 
over  with  his  parents  and  as  a result  many  requests  from  parents  are 
received  for  articles  needed  in  the  home.  These  are  varied,  some  of 
the  more  common  being  for  screens,  legs  for  tables,  arms  and  rockers  for 
chairs,  flower  boxes,  flower  stands,  radio  cabinets,  repair  of  electric  bells, 
electric  flatirons  and  the  soldering  of  utensils. 

Each  boy  before  leaving  the  school  has  some  experience  in  household 
repairs  in  woodwork,  electrical  work,  pipe  and  faucet  repairs,  painting, 
glazing  and  varnishing.  The  experiences  while  not  as  complete  as  de- 
sired are  filling  a real  need. 

The  curriculum  of  any  school,  it  has  been  well  said,  should  be  the 
resultant  of  two  forces;  the  aims  of  the  school  and  the  material  with 
which  it  has  to  deal. 

The  continuation  school  has  many  aims.  But  its  most  essential  aims 
are  to  conserve  the  education  which  has  already  been  invested  in  the 
pupils,  to  tide  over  the  difficult  transition  period  in  which  through  ex- 
perience the  youth  is  adjusting  himself  to  employment,  to  enable  the 
youth  to  maintain  a beneficial  contact  with  school  thought  and  school 
guidance,  during  those  years  when  character  is  becoming  fixed  and  per- 
manent, habits  are  being  formed,  to  the  end  that  good  industrial  and 
civic  citizenship  be  developed  and  that  the  employed  youth  may  make 
immediate  and  prospective  adjustments  from  his  status  as  full-time  school 
pupil  to  that  of  a responsible  wage  earning  citizen. 

In  our  attempt  to  carry  out  these  aims  we  have  tried  to  do  the 
following: 

1.  Give  every  youth  the  necessary  minimum  of  ability  to  use  the 

fundamental  arts  of  reading,  writing  and  figuring. 

2.  Some  help  in  his  problems  of  keeping  physically  fit. 

3.  Some  help  in  his  economic  problem  of  getting  and  holding  a 

juvenile  job  and  planning  for  a more  permanent  career. 

4.  Some  help  in  directing  the  ytiuth  to  a wholesome  and  profitable 

use  of  leisure  time. 

5.  Some  help  in  acquiring  a love  of  reading. 

6.  Some  help  in  acquiring  interests,  appreciations  and  hobbies. 

7.  Some  help  in  selecting  and  practicing  desirable  social  and  econ- 

ic  habits. 

8.  Some  help  in  acquiring  desirable  social  attitudes  and  working 

ideas. 

The  boys  and  girls,  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  leave  school 
before  they  reach  the  age  of  sixteen  years  present  a definite  and  special 
problem.  They  may  swell  the  ranks  of  the  great  army  of  unskilled  work- 
ers, they  may  add  to  the  number  of  the  unemployed,  or  they  may  be 
trained  for  work  and  for  advancement. 
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Some  are  very  capable  but  have  been  obliged  to  leave  school  through 
economic  pressure.  Many  are  over  age.  Many  are  complete  failures  in 
the  regular  school.  Many  lack  interest  in  the  regular  school  work.  They 
are  not  sold  to  the  value  of  education.  The  first  problem  in  the  case  is 
one  of  salesmanship,  of  gaining  confidence,  of  discovering  the  pupil’s 
problem. 

The  real  problems  and  needs  of  juvenile  workers  are  immediate  and 
definite.  Service  for  them  requires  the  meeting  of  these  problems.  They 
cannot  be  met  by  formal  subject  matter  and  abstract  teaching. 

We  recognize  that  English,  arithmetic,  civics  and  hygiene  are  no 
longer  ends  in  themselves,  lessons  to  be  taught  from  a book  and  by 
traditional  methods.  The  stress  must  be  laid  on  the  application  of  the 
subject  matter.  English,  arithmetic,  civics  and  hygiene  must  be  tools 
to  be  used  with  intelligent  understanding  in  order  to  accomplish  a defi- 
nite end.  English  needs  to  be  a means  to  an  end.  Arithmetic  is  some- 
thing to  be  used  to  solve  present  and  pressing  problems.  Civics  should 
be  an  effort  to  explain  the  conditions  in  society  which  effect  the  pupil’s 
present  day  living.  Hygiene  is  used  as  a means  to  have  the  pupil  see 
the  importance  of  good  health  to  himself,  his  family  and  the  community 
in  which  he  lives  and  to  impress  upon  him  the  fact  that  good  health 
means  more  to  him  than  anything  else  he  could  possess  and  that  without 
it  he  cannot  hold  employment  long  and  his  earning  power  is  thereby 
lessened. 

The  motivated  lesson  is  a term  which  must  have  a vital  application 
and  a real  meaning  in  the  continuation  school  for  we  recognize  that  the 
school  cannot  effect  its  benefits  unless  the  work  is  motivated.  Therefore, 
it  is  most  essential  that  we  should  appreciate  and  practice  these  methods 
of  instruction  which  motivate  the  work  and  furnish  the  means  by  which 
the  aims  of  the  continuation  school  can  best  be  realized. 

The  organization  of  the  classes  as  well  as  the  organization  of  sub- 
ject matter  are  made  difficult  in  a continuation  school  because  after 
every  effort  has  been  made,  each  class  will  contain  pupils  of  varying 
degrees  of  ability,  new  pupils  may  enter  and  old  pupils,  becoming  six- 
teen years  of  age,  may  drop  out  during  any  week  of  the  year.  This  in- 
terferes with  sequence  and  progression  in  laying  out  a course  of  study. 
But  as  the  pupils  have  already  had  the  essentials  of  the  basic  studies 
sequence  and  progression  are  not  such  important  factors  as  they  are  in 
graded  school  work. 

Therefore  we  plan  to  present,  during  the  forty  weeks  of  the  school 
year,  a series  of  topics  in  each  subject,  thus  making  each  lesson  a unit 
in  itself.  It  is  called  a unit  lesson  and  every  lesson  in  the  continuation 
school  should  be  a unit  in  itself.  The  presentation,  study  and  recitation 
must  be  completed  within  the  time  set  for  that  lesson.  It  is  necessary  to 
lay  out  in  detail  each  week  the  lesson  plan  for  the  next  week.  This  de- 
tail lesson  plan  involves  considerable  work,  and  it  is  kept  for  revision 
and  often  used  again  at  some  later  time  when  the  enrolment  of  the  school 
has  changed. 

The  four  hours  per  week  which  each  pupil  spends  in  the  continuation 
school  is  so  little  that  every  minute  must  be  used  as  effectively  as  pos- 
sible. The  carefully  prepared  lesson  plan  is  the  best  guarantee  for  such 
effectiveness.  Yet  in  spite  of  the  careful  preparation  the  difference 
between  theory  and  practice,  between  planning  a lesson  and  making  it 
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function  swiftly  and  satisfactorily  with  an  individual  pupil,  often  brings 
disappointment.  But  our  experience  has  proved  that  better  results  are 
obtained  by  such  lesson  planning  than  by  relying  on  text-books  or  on  the 
inspiration  of  the  moment. 

At  all  times  in  compiling  subject  matter  for  instruction  and  in 
working  out  methods  of  instruction  we  have  kept  in  mind  the  purpose  of 
the  continuation  school,  and  the  needs  and  capacities  of  the  pupils.  The 
school  must  be  adapted  to  local  needs;  courses  of  study  and  methods  of 
instruction  should  be  regarded  as  suggestive  rather  than  arbitrary;  the 
underlying  purpose  of  the  school  is  training  in  citizenship  which  means 
to  help  each  pupil  to  make  the  most  of  himself,  in  his  relation  to  his 
family,  his  employer  and  his  community;  the  capacity  of  the  pupils  is 
limited  and  the  time  available  for  school  work  is  short.  Therefore,  we 
have  concentrated  on  the  simple  basic  things  of  education  and  of  life. 
The  objective  of  the  continuation  school  is  not  to  try  to  crowd  two 
hundred  days  of  school  work  into  forty,  but  to  teach  a few  fundamental 
things  and  to  teach  them  so  well  that  it  may  truly  be  said  that  the  pupil 
will  be  a better  citizen  toworrow  because  he  is  a continuation  school 
pupil  today.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  AMERICANIZATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This,  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Americanization  for  At- 
tleboro, covers  a period  of  ten  months  actual  work,  from  December  1926 
to  December  1927.  During  July  and  August  there  was  very  little  call 
for  assistance  along  this  line,  altho  a few  letters  were  received  and  some 
telephone  calls  made. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  outstanding  services  rendered:

Besides  these,  many  miscellaneous  matters  which  would  be  hard 
to  classify  have  engaged  my  attention.  My  connection  with  this  work 
has  become  so  well  known  that  people  frequently  stop  me  on  the  street 
to  ask  for  information  or  assistance  relative  to  citizenship  matters. 

It  has  been  my  custom  for  several  years  to  acquaint  the  members 
of  the  citizenship  class  with  as  many  phases  of  civic  life  as  possible. 
To  this  end  we  visit  a session  of  the  City  Council,  the  Office  of  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  the  Public  Library,  a Polling  Place  when  pos- 
sible and  the  Post  Office.  M.en  representative  of  different  civic  depart- 
ments have  addressed  the  class  at  various  times. 

In  addition  to  this  it  is  my  plan  to  give  as  complete  a background 
of  American  history  as  can  be  condensed  into  the  short  space  of  sixty 
or  eighty  hours,  because  I feel  that  to  love  America,  respect  her  laws  and 
revere  her  traditions  one  must  know  at  what  cost  to  her  founders,  this 
country  came  to  be.  Therefore  by  means  of  stereopticon  slides,  motion 
pictures  and  lectures  on  America’s  history  and  scenic  beauty,  I try  to 
give  my  classes  a soul  thrilling  love  for  America  and  her  institutions. 

The  motion  pictures  which  have  been  made  possible  through  the 
Richardson  School  Fund,  will  be  very  helpful  in  portraying  the  stirring 
events  of  our  history.  I hope  the  class  may  be  privileged  to  see  them  as 
often  as  it  can  be  arranged. 

The  other  classes  are,  in  a sense,  from  year  to  year,  sources  of 
supply  of  students  for  the  citizenship  class.  This  year  there  are  several 
who  have  been  through  the  lower  classes  where  they  have  learned  suf- 
ficient English  to  enable  them  to  become  citizens.  This  is  as  it  should 
be,  especially  in  the  case  of  non-English  speaking  people. 

The  enrollment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  larger  than  last 
year.  The  classes  at  Tiffany  School  which  were  discontinued  last  year, 
have  been  revived  and  opened  with  a very  good  enrollment.

Much  of  the  success  in  holding  students  in  these  classes  depends  on 
the  personality  of  the  teachers.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  teach- 
ers who  have  the  faculty  of  holding  the  interest  of  the  students. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  organize  classes  at  the  Lincoln  School  and 
after  preliminary  advertising  over  a period  of  a week  or  more,  a night 
was  set  for  registration.  Nearly  forty  persons  registered  for  various 
subjects.  After  a study  of  their  desires  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to 
attempt  classes  in  any  except  advanced  grammar  school  subjects.  An  op- 
ening night  was  set  and  a class  started,  but  the  interest  soon  waned  and 
the  class  closed  after  five  sessions.  Further  attempts  must  be  made  to 
interest  people  in  this  section  in  Americanization  work,  for  in  this  ter- 
ritory is  a large  but  scattered  foreign  population  who  have  not  been 
reached  by  any  Americanization  program.  I feel,  however,  that  in  order 
to  hold  their  interest  we  must  be  willing  to  give  them  what  they  ask  for, 
even  though  it  may  not  be  what  we  think  they  ought  to  have. 

In  my  report  for  1924  mention  was  made  of  the  unwillingness  or  in- 
ability of  women  to  attend  evening  classes.  It  was  my  hope  and  belief 
that  some  one  could  be  found  who  would  organize  an  afternoon  class 
for  women  whose  home  duties  were  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  for 
them  to  attend  evening  classes.  Such  a class  has  been  organized  en- 
tirely apart  from  the  school  department.  This  class  has  had  my  hearty 
cooperation,  encouragement  and  support.  Mrs.  E.  I.  Perry,  because  of 
her  deep  interest  in  Americanization  work,  on  her  own  initiative,  took 
the  state  course  of  instruction  for  the  work  and  later  organized  and  is 
teaching  a class  of  eight  or  ten  Italian  and  Greek  women.  The  class 
meets  twice  each  week,  in  the  afternoon,  at  the  Attleboro  League  House 
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hall.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  the  class  several  times  and  note 
the  wonderful  interest  and  progress.  It  is  very  encouraging  to  find  in- 
dividuals who  possess  such  a spirit  of  helpful  service  as  Mrs.  Perry,  who 
is  devoting  her  time  and  talent  to  this  work  without  compensation,  ex- 
cept that  sense  of  satisfaction  that  comes  from  loving  service. 

Several  people  from  the  neighboring  towns  of  Mansfield,  Norton  and 
North  Attleboro,  have  sought  help  of  one  kind  or  another,  either  be- 
cause they  found  it  more  convenient,  or  had  no  one  in  their  home  town 
to  assist  them. 

Through  the  State  Office  in  Boston  an  Americanization  Pilgrimage 
to  Washington  was  planned  for  students  in  Americanization  classes 
throughout  the  state.  None  of  our  students  were  interested  to  go,  al- 
though two  young  men  from  the  High  School  went.  Over  1100  through- 
out the  state  enjoyed  the  trip. 

It  seems  likely  that  no  more  naturalization  sessions  of  the  court 
will  be  held  in  Attleboro.  This  will  doubtless  have  some  effect  on  the 
number  of  applicants  for  citizenship  here,  as  it  is  much  less  convenient 
to  go  to  Taunton. 

My  plan  for  the  immediate  future  is  to  make  a careful  study  of  the 
number  and  location  of  all  persons  unregistered  as  voters  and  by  means 
of  a circular  letter  bring  to  their  attention  the  opportunities  for  securing 
citizenship,  at  the  same  time  reminding  any  who  are  citizens,  of  the 
obligations  of  citizen  to  register  and  vote. 

Although  the  number  of  aliens  now  being  admitted  is  much  reduced, 
we  still  have  numbers  of  non-citizens  here.  Little  by  little  we  are 

reaching  them  with  what  we  hope  is  helpful  service.  I hope  as  time 

goes  on  to  extend  the  field  of  activities  into  the  untouched  areas  of  the 
city,  to  organize  more  afternoon  classes  for  women,  to  persuade  more 
to  enroll  in  the  classes  now  being  conducted. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  personal  interest  and  for 

your  willingness  to  secure  the  necessary  text-books  and  supplies  for  this 

work,  which  I have  found  you  ever  ready  to  do.

HEBRONVILLE  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  extra  activities  of  the  Hebronville  School  for  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1927  have  been  as  follows,  nine  sewing,  four  basketry,  four 
millinery  and  two  home  arts  clubs.  These  groups  are  called  clubs  ad- 
visedly as  they  are  self  formed  by  congenial  people.  Any  group  of  eight 
may  form  and  ask  for  a teacher.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  hundreds  of  gar- 
ments have  been  cut  out  and  made  over  during  the  past  year  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Ryan,  old  overcoats  and  men’s  suits  have  been  ripped 
and  made  over  for  small  boys  and  girls.  Many  mothers  and  married 
women  have  been  enabled  to  have  more  and  better  dresses  through  the 
aid  of  our  fitting  and  dressmaking  department. 
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;The  itfembership  of  most  of  the  above  clubs  is  made  up  of  married 
women  with  families  although  one  basketry  and  one  sewing  club  are 
made  up  of  young  employed  girls. 

Besides  the  above  we  have  five  recreational  clubs  for  the  young 
people. 

The  recreational  clubs  run  continuously  from  October  15,  to  April  15 
of  each  year.  The  sewing,  basketry,  millinery  and  home  arts  clubs  have 
two  terms,  the  first  from  October  1 to  Christmas  time,  the  second  from 
March  1 to  May  15. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  a branch  of  the  Attleboro  Public 
Library,  a weekly  Child  Welfare  Conference  under  the  direction  of  the 
Attleboro  District  Nursing  Association  and  a dancing  class  for  small 
children  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Beatrice  Fuller.  It  is  hoped  that 
with  the  opening  of  our  community  house  a “Health  Station”  .will  be  ad- 
ded to  the  list  of  our  activities. 

The  community  house  is  a twelve  room  cottage  adjacent  to  the  school 
grounds.  The  boys  and  girls  of  this  school  are  renovating  the  house  as 
a practical  project  in  manual  arts.  At  present  we  are  working  on  the 
room  that  is  to  be  used  as  a public  library.  The  boys  have  taken  off  the 
plaster  on  the  side  walls,  washed  the  ceiling  and  are  getting  ready  to 
calcimine  the  ceiling  and  apply  plaster  board  to  the  walls.  The  boys  will 
plan  and  build  the  book  shelves,  paint  the  room  and  furniture,  etc.  The 
girls  will  hook  the  rugs,  stencil  the  curtains  and  walls,  make  shades  for 
the  lights,  etc.,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Crowell. 

We  have  planned  for  the  north  half  of  the  house  the  library;  also 
the  “Health  Station.”  The  south  side  is  to  be  used  as  a model  tenement 
of  three  rooms.  Plans  for  the  use  of  the  six  rooms  in  the  second  story 
have  not  as  yet  been  completed. 

We  expect  that  the  rooms  of  this  house  and  the  model  tenement  will 
be  used  for  many  informal  occasions  by  the  many  clubs. 

The  girls  of  the  school  will  care  for  the  house  as  a part  of  their  in- 
struction in  the  household  arts  of  dusting,  sweeping,  cleaning,  etc.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Grades  I to  VII 

In  reviewing  the  music  work  of  the  lower  grades,  it  becomes  more 
and  more  evident  that  the  emphasis  which  has  been  laid  during  the  past 
for  a better  tone  quality  in  the  singing  is  making  itself  felt.  It  has  been 
my  duty  and  pleasure  to  visit  every  school  in  the  city  once  a month  and 
in  some  schools  every  two  weeks  and  without  exception  I have  found 
a marked  improvement  in  this  respect.  The  teachers  have  been  most 
helpful  in  sensing  the  cultural  effect  of  beautiful  singing  in  the  school- 
room and  it  is  one  of  the  phases  of  our  music  work  that  we  can  point  to 
with  some  degree  of  pride  that  the  old-fashioned  coarse,  blustering  singing 
is  giving  away  to  the  more  refined  singing  which  has  the  commendation 
of  musicians  everywhere  and  is  strictly  along  the  lines  of  educational 
progress. 

Music  Theory  Work  in  the  Grades 

In  every  schoolroom  we  find  the  musical  child,  one  who  is  gifted  by 
nature  with  a love  and  understanding  of  music.  To  teach  them  to  read 
music  and  appreciate  more  deeply,  is  one  of  the  joys  of  the  music  teacher. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  have  the  child  who  has  no  musical  background 
nor  voice  that  will  harmonize  with  his  schoolmates.  To  teach  such  a one, 
to  train  his  voice,  to  give  him  the  understanding  of  the  symbols  of 
music  becomes  a task  that  calls  for  patience,  sympathy  and  under- 
standing on  the  part  of  a teacher. 

The  music  work  necessary  to  do  this  is  arranged  so  that  the  child, 
as  he  moves  from  one  grade  to  another,  grows  in  oower  to  use  his  voice: 
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correctly  to  understanding  the  symbols  of  the  printed  page  of  the  music 
book,  and  thus,  through  his  singing  and  study,  grows  in  power  to  enjoy 
and  to  appreciate  the  beauties  of  music. 


Growth  of  Instrumental  Music  in  the  Grades: 

I do  not  think  it  is  possible  to  overestimate  the  importance  of  the  gift 
of  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg  of  the  instruments  necessary  to  create  the  Boys’ 
Band,  nor  its  influence  in  the  growth  and  development  of  instrumental 
music  in  our  grade  schools.  It  was  the  High  School  Orchestra  that  first 
gave  the  start  to  this  movement  by  using  the  proceeds  of  their  concerts 
to  buy  instruments  necessary  to  the  upbuilding  of  a more  perfect  sym- 
phonic orchestra.  These  instruments  were  loaned  to  musical  children 
whose  parents  were  able  to  provide  proper  instruction  and  the  results 
were  satisfactory  though  somewhat  slow.  However,  since  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Finberg  of  between  forty  to  fifty  instruments  necessary  to  a good 
band,  the  interest  in  instrumental  music  in  the  grade  schools  has  in- 
creased by  leaps  and  bounds  until  today  there  are  nearly  one  hundred 
boys  in  the  grades  below  High  School  who  are  actually  learning  to  play  an 
instrument  of  the  band  or  orchestra.  This  has  made  it  possible  to  have 
orchestras  in  Richardson,  Tiffany  and  Bliss  Schools  and  they  continue  to 
add  a laudable  interest  to  the  school  life. 


Eighth  Grade 

There  is  no  joy  quite  as  thrilling  as  the  joy  of  good  school  singing 
and  I must  here  confess  a weakness  that  the  singing  of  the  eighth  grade 
pupils  in  Lincoln  School,  Bliss  School  and  Bank  Street  School  is  im- 
pressively inspiring  and  must  be  a source  of  great  satisfaction  to  the 
pupils  and  teachers  as  it  is  to  me. 

There  are  many  musical  interests  in  the  eighth  grade,  namely,  more 
advanced  work  in  music  reading,  talks  on  music  history,  and  music  ap- 
preciation, and  study  of  several  of  the  great  master  musicians. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  attitude  of  the  teachers  in  our  grade 
schools  toward  the  music  period  is  one  of  helpful  co-operation.  One 
cannot  be  a real  teacher  nowadays  without  a clear  understanding  of  the 
value  of  the  cultural  arts  in  education,  and  I believe  that  the  study  of 
music  is  serving  its  great  purpose  of  bringing  joy  and  happiness  into 
the  lives  of  our  children  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Attleboro. 


High  School 
Orchestra 

The  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  method  of  handling  the 
music  problems  at  the  Hfigh  School  have  not  as  yet  shown  any  great  im- 
provement over  that  of  previous  years. 

The  orchestra  cut  of  three  to  two  periods  each  week  has  not  been 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  orchestra  as  a whole.  However,  we  have 
a good  orchestra  this  year  and  one  that  is  going  to  improve  steadily 
during  the  year.  There  are  seventy  members  in  the  orchestra  consisting 
of  30  violins,  1 viola,  3 cellos,  2 bass  viols,  3 flutes,  3 oboes,  1 bassoon, 
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7 clarinets,  7 saxaphones,  7 cornets,  2 French  horns,  1 trombone,  2 
drums  and  piano. 

From  the  proceeds  of  our  concert  this  year  the  orchestra  has  bought 
one  Boehm  System  Selmer  Bb  Clarinet  and  Case,  one  Boehm  System  Ger- 
man Silver  Christiansen  Flute,  several  new  selections  for  the  orchestra, 
one  dozen  music  stands,  and  fitted  out  the  new  band  with  two  sets  of 
march  books. 


Band 

The  band  consists  of  thirty-five  members  and  gives  an  opportunity  to 
those  whom  we  are  not  able  to  accommodate  in  the  orchestra.  The 
band  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  Mr.  Dockler  and  has  already  shown 
its  usefulness  in  the  assembly,  mass  meetings  and  games.  I think  that 
the  band  will  eventually  become  of  great  service  to  the  school. 


Music  Theory  Class 

The  Music  Theory  Class  is  proving  its  value  to  the  real  music  student 
and  promises  to  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended.  This  class 
is  given  in  connection  with  the  home  music  course  and  I think  that  it  is 
going  to  be  helpful  in  checking  up  the  work  of  the  pupils.  It  also  offers 
to  all  students  of  the  school  the  opportunity  for  advanced  music  study. 


The  Glee  Club 

The  Glee  Club  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  school.  It 
functions  in  the  life  of  the  school  by  its  singing  on  special  occasions 
such  as  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christmas  Celebrations,  and  all  patriotic 
exercises  of  the  year.  It  is  also  one  of  the  musical  assets  at  the  annual 
orchestral  concert. 


The  Regular  Singing  Class 

The  division  of  the  regular  singing  class  into  two  small  classes  in- 
stead of  one  large  one  is  a new  feature  this  year.  The  only  objection 
that  I can  see  to  continuing  this  way  another  year  is  that  the  singing  once 
every  two  weeks  is  not  enough  time  to  give  to  singing  in  any  High  School. 
However,  as  that  was  the  best  that  could  be  offered  this  year,  we  are 
giving  it  a fair  trial  and  will  be  glad  to  further  discuss  this  subject  in 
the  near  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

A drawing  course  seems  to  involve  continual  planning.  Whenever 
possible  we  make  our  work  serve  other  subjects,  but  at  the  same  time, 
our  art  work  has  its  own  value,  and  we  are  trying  hard  to  have  the  art 
side  show  progress. 

Art  is  a part  of  life,  and  we  try  to  show  how  art  principles  apply 
not  only  to  paintings,  but  to  community  life  in  having  pleasant  homes 
inside  and  out,  and  to  commercial  work  as  in  good  advertising.  In  fact, 
we  are  trying  to  show  that  there  may  be  art  in  everything  we  do,  and 
make,  and  select. 

Knowledge  is  essential  to  appreciation,  and  the  only  way  many  of  the 
boys  and  girls  will  get  this  knowledge  is  through  the  teaching  of  art 
principles  from  grade  to  grade. 

We  are  trying  departmental  work  in  the  upper  grades.  In  one 
building  it  is  being  tried  as  low  as  the  fourth  grade.  On  the  whole 
this  departmental  work  is  proving  satisfactory,  and  I feel  that  this  plan 
may  be  worked  out  to  give  very  good  results. 

In  one  school  we  are  trying  the  plan  of  having  the  supervisor’s  time 
at  the  building  used  just  for  consultation  with  the  teachers  about  the 
work  done,  and  work  te  be  undertaken. 

There  have  been  grade  meetings  for  all  grades,  and  several  special 
meetings  with  the  teachers  doing  departmental  work.  I have  attended 
three  Art  Conferences.  One  conference  was  called  by  the  Department 
of  Education,  one  by  the  State  Director  of  Art,  and  one  by  the  Mass- 
achusetts Art  Teachers’  Association. 

In  the  high  school,  with  the  exception  of  one  division,  for  which  only 
one  double  period  can  be  arranged,  the  pupils  are  required  to  take  two 
double  periods  a week.  The  results  are  much  more  satisfactory  this  way. 

The  freshman  classes  are  large.  The  other  classes  are  much  smaller, 
due  partly,  I think,  to  the  fact  that  they  can’t  give  two  double  periods 
a week  to  the  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  SEWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools; 

During  the  period  that  instruction  in  sewing  has  been  given  to  the 
girls  of  grades  V to  VIII  inclusive,  the  point  in  view  has  been  to  keep 
the  work  practical,  economical  and  interesting. 

This  line  of  work  generally  brings  forth  a ready  response  from  the 
girls  and  every  possible  means  were  employed  to  increase  the  interest. 

Though  the  course  is  primarily  planned  to  give  the  girls  a thorough 
knowledge  of  sewing,  from  the  simplest  stitches  to  the  planning,  cutting 
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and  construction  of  garments,  it  also  gives  a good  training  in  neatness, 
exactness  and  economy. 

(While  the  fundamental  work  including  stitches,  darning  stockings, 
patching,  making  buttonholes,  sewing  on  hooks,  eyes  and  buttons  are 
compulsory  in  the  different  grades,  we  are  always  glad  to  vary  the' work 
on  garments  to  fit  the  need  of  the  pupil  that  the  garment  may  be  useful 
and  not  an  added  burden. 

So  if  any  pupil  shows  that  she  is  able  to  do  more  advanced  work,  she 
is  allowed  to  take  up  some  project  belonging  to  the  next  grade,  a plan 
which  creates  an  added  enthusiasm. 

Handwork  is  taught  entirely  in  the  fifth  grade  but  machine  on  seams 
is  begun  in  the  sixth,  and  continued  through  the  seventh,  and  by  the 
completion  of  the  eighth  grade  the  machine  stitching  is  very  creditable. 

Commercial  patterns  are  used  in  this  grade  and  the  pupil,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  teacher,  does  her  own  cutting  and  receives  instruction 
in  regard  to  lengthening  or  shortening  the  pattern  in  order  to  meet  the 
need  of  the  pupil. 

The  sewing  room  at  Lincoln  School  has  been  equipped  this  year  with 
tables  and  chairs,  a new  Singer  Sewing  Machine,  an  ironing  board  and 
electric  flat,  all  of  which  we  greatly  appreciate. 

The  interest  shown  by  the  girls  has  made  the  year  a most  pleasant 
and  sucessful  one.  Many  thanks  are  due  also  to  the  grade  teachers  for 
the  hearty  co-operataion  given  at  all  times.

REPORT  OF  VACATION  SCHOOLS 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  23rd  season  of  the  Dodgeville-Hebronville  Vacation  Schools 
closed  August  26,  1927,  with  an  average  attendance  of  164,  and  an  en- 
rollment of  264. 

These  schools  are  in  session  five  days  a week  for  six  weeks  during 
the  middle  of  the  summer.  The  daily  session  begins  at  8:30  and  ends  at 
11:30. 

For  three  weeks  this  year  we  tried  keeping  the  Hebronville  play- 
ground open  until  4:30  each  afternoon,  under  the  efficient  direction  of 
Miss  Elsie  Bowen.  This  experiment  proved  to  be  very  successful.  De- 
spite the  unfavorable  weather  between  50  and  60  children  used  the  play- 
ground every  afternoon  and  Saturday  morning. 

As  usual  classes  in  basketry,  sewing  and  weaving  were  held  each 
morning. 

Following  the  plan  of  adding  a piece  of  playground  apparatus  each 
year,  a boy  builder  and  a lawn  swing  were  purchased  for  the  Hebronville 
playground.

There  are  many  ways  in  which  these  schools  can  be  made  of  far 
greater  value  to  the  community  than  at  present. 

Without  enlarging  the  present  corps  of  teachers,  we  should  be  able 
to  keep  the  playground  open  each  afternoon.  This  can  be  accomplished 
by  taking  the  playground  attendants  out  of  the  morning  session  and 
having  them  supervise  the  playgrounds  afternoons  only.  The  sewing 
and  weaving  instructors  can  arrange  their  programs  in  such  a manner 
that  they  will  be  able  to  supervise  the  playground  a half  morning  each. 

The  already  small  playground  at  Hebronville  is  overcrowded,  with 
2 tennis  courts,  a basketball  court,  a croquet  court,  and  7 large  sized 
pieces  of  playground  apparatus.  Much  needed  relief  can  be  obtained 
in  this  direction  by  fencing  in  the  new  playground  given  to  us  by  Mr 
Finberg. 

The  classes  in  basketry  have  become  so  large  that  Mrs.  Tennant 
should  be  enabled  to  spend  the  whole  morning  at  Hebronville,  and  an- 
other teacher  employed  for  the  Dodgeville  School.  I am  sure  that  a class 
held  once  or  twice  a week  in  the  afternoon  during  the  summer  for 
adults  only  would  be  very  successful.  Such  a class  in  basketry  held  in 
the  pleasant  shady  yards  of  these  schools  would  go  a long  way  toward 
promoting  community  consciousness  and  good  feeling.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  general  objectives  of  physical  education  as  given  in  the  local 
public  schools  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  establish  health  habits,  such  as  cleanliness,  proper  food  habits, 

rest,  exercise,  correct  posture. 

2.  To  secure  the  benefits  of  big  muscle  activity  through  partici- 

pation in  a program  including  games  and  sports,  rhythm,  danc- 
ing, gymnastics. 

3.  To  cultivate  the  right  attitude  towards  life,  and  to  provide  op- 

portunity for  the  development  of  character  through  situations 
that  involve  honesty,  fair  play,  team  play,  loyalty  and  courtesy. 

4.  To  develop  habits  of  wholesome  recreation,  such  as:  proper  use  of 

leisure  time  in  school  and  out,  pleasure  in  out-of-door  games 
and  sports. 

5.  To  maintain  a wholesome  school  environment;  cleanliness  of 

school  and  playground,  a happy  atmosphere. 
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A 100%  school  in  physical  education  observes  the  following:  re- 
laxation periods  every  forty  minutes,  outdoor  recess  twice  daily,  win- 
dows opened  wide  while  the  class  is  out  of  doors,  work  in  physical  ed- 
ucation consisting  of  gymnastics,  tumbling,  folk  dancing  and  rhythms, 
games,  work  taken  out-of-doors  whenever  possible,  plenty  of  vigorous  ex- 
ercise in  each  lesson,  well  ventilated  schoolrooms,  special  attention 
given  to  undernourished  children,  milk  served  at  school  daily,  formation 
of  health  habits,  hearty  co-operation  with  doctor  and  nurse. 

Basing  my  program  upon  the  above  listed  objectives,  I have  tried  to 
have  them  put  into  practise  with  very  encouraging  results.  The  co-opera- 
tion of  principals  and  teachers  has  been  splendid.  I feel  that  our  program 
of  outdoor  organized  play  has  been  very  effective.  There  is  much  sat- 
isfaction in  the  program.  It  has  taken  time,  thought  and  much  super- 
vised practise,  but  when  in  the  end  the  children  can  conduct  a play 
period  of  several  activities  without  the  teacher — just  the  guidance  of  a 
pupil  leader — it  proves  its  worth.  There  have  always  been  some  pupils 
who  loaf  through  a recess  if  left  to  themselves.  I think  the  directed  play 
has  carried  over  into  the  free  play  period  so  that  there  is  less  tendency 
to  just  stand  around.  The  actual  physical  exercise  has  been  very  val- 
uable, but  the  training  in  self  control,  leadership,  team  play,  etc.,  re- 
sulting in  a growing  spirit  of  good  sportsmanship,  seems  to  me  to  be 
even  more  valuable.  On  a recent  visit,  Miss  Florence  Somers,  Assistant 
State  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education,  pronounced  the  work  as  being 
very  well  conceived  and  organized. 

The  gymnastic  program  has  worked  out  very  well  under  pupil 
leadership  and  the  leaders  have  entered  into  their  work  with  enthusiasm, 
considering  it  an  honor  much  to  be  desired  to  be  given  charge  of  a class, 
under  the  teacher’s  supervision.  At  present  the  leaders  meet  once  a 
week  and  receive  instructions.  They  in  turn  hand  the  instructions,  on 
to  their  home  room  classes.  Teachers  receive  information  as  to  the 
wrork  given  the  leaders,  through  an  exercise  sheet.  I am  trying  at  the 
present  time  to  work  out  a plan  whereby  the  teachers  may  meet  with  me 
at  stated  periods  to  receive  instructions  as  to  the  work  on  these  ex- 
ercise sheets.  When  this  -is  accomplished  I will  feel  that  the  work  has 
been  well  organized. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Grammar  School  Athletic  Association,  held 
several  weeks  ago,  it  was  voted  to  put  the  matter  of  after  school  activ- 
ities entirely  in  my  hands.  Previously  I had  simply  carried  out  the 
wishes  of  the  principals  in  this  matter.  My  first  move  in  this  direction 
was  in  the  Soccer  League  which  had  just  come  to  a successful  close. 
Captains  were  given  complete  charge  of  the  teams  on  the  field  under  my 
supervision,  and  the  results  were  very  encouraging.  Our  previous 
difficulty  in  the  Soccer  League  was  eliminated  by  this  method.  Outside 
coaching  was  done  away  with.  The  competition  was  very  keen,  and 
the  finest  of  sportsmanship  was  shown  by  the  players.  Over  emphasis 
on  the  winning  of  a trophy  was  brought  down  to  a minimum,  and  every- 
one had  a good  time.  In  addition,  the  playing  of  the  teams  was  every 
bit  as  good  as  in  the  year  previous  when  each  school  had  outside  help. 
It  is  my  plan  to  have  leagues  in  basketball  this  season,  abolishing  the 
intramural  program  in  this  sport,  which  proved  very  unsatisfactory  last 
season.  This  sort  of  program  will  never  work  out  at  present  owing  to 
the  lack  of  proper  supervision  for  the  large  numbers  taking  part.  Theo- 
retically it  is  the  proper  way  to  conduct  the  sport,  giving  all  a chance  to 
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play.  If  each  school  had  its  own  gymnasium,  no  doubt  it  would  work  out 
very  satisfactorily,  but  under  present  conditions  it  is  not  advisable. 

Baseball,  track,  tennis,  hiking  clubs,  winter  sports  have  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  sponsored  in  the  Grammar  School  Athletic  Program  and 
these  sports  have  proven  their  worth. 

As  regards  track,  I wish  to  state  that  I am  very  much  dissatisfied 
with  the  conditions  under  which  I am  working  at  the  High  School.  Out- 
side my  own  efforts,  no  real  attempt  has  ever  been  made  by  the  school 
officials  to  place  track  on  a par  with  the  other  sports,  although  it  is  re- 
garded as  a major.  The  teams  have  been  consistently  good  and  a credit 
to  the  school,  and  many  boys  are  now  making  good  on  college  teams, 
and  this  in  face  of  the  fact  that  no  running  track  is  available  in  the  city. 
More  boys  have  received  instructions  in  track  than  in  all  other  major 
sports  combined,  and  therein  lies  its  value  to  the  school.  I think  that 
my  work  at  the  High  School  deserves  much  more  recognition  than  has 
been  accorded  it  up  to  the  present. 

The  May  Day  Programs  at  the  various  schools  have  become  very 
popular,  and  I hope  to  place  more  emphasis  on  them  than  ever  this  year, 
as  they  are  very  much  worth  while.  The  system  of  having  each  school 
give  its  own  individual  program,  I feel,  is  much  better  than  having  a 
centralized  field  day  with  all  schools  combining.  Without  a doubt  the 
individual  school  program  draws  the  greatest  interest  from  the  parents. 

I would  offer  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  physical  education  receive  a mark  on  the  monthly  report 
cards. 

2.  That  each  room  in  each  school  in  the  city  be  kept  furnished  with 
a suitable  ball  for  organized  play  periods. 

3.  That  an  effort  be  made  at  all  schools  to  improve  the  conditions 
of  the  play  space,  by  digging  out  the  larger  stones,  and  raking  off  the 
smaller  ones. 

4.  That  the  director  of  physical  education  make  out  a suitable 
course  of  study  to  be  published  in  book  form,  and  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  every  teacher. 

5.  That  influence  be  brought  to  bear  toward  the  building  of  a run- 
ning track  in  the  city. 

6.  'That  the  gymnasium  at  the  new  Lincoln  School  be  completely 
equipped  as  soon  as  possible,  removing  the  lunchroom  to  another  part 
of  the  building,  and  that  shower  baths  be  installed. 

7.  That  the  program  at  the  Lincoln  School  be  arranged  so  that  each 
class  may  have  a twenty-five  minute  period  in  the  gymnasium  weekly. 

In  closing  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  equipment  received  for 
physical  education  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  herewith,  my  report  as  School  Physician  for  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1927. 


Physical  Examinations 

The  decreasing  number  of  defects  found  in  the  routine  examinations 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  more  attention  is  being  given  to  the  correction 
of  these  conditions  by  the  parents.  Especially  noticeable  were  the  num- 
ber of  diseased  tonsils  which  had  been  removed.  The  most  frequent 
defect  was  that  of  carious  teeth.  This  is,  no  doubt,  due  in  a large  meas- 
ure to  lack  of  proper  dental  facilities,  and  also  to  the  indifference  of 
the  parent  to  the  care  of  so-called  “baby  teeth.” 


Contagious  Disease 

The  incidence  of  contagious  diseases  during  the  year  was  wide- 
spread and  greatly  interfered  with  the  regular  school  routine.  Scarlet 
Fever,  Chicken  Pox,  M,easles,  Mumps,  Diphtheria  and  even  Infantile  Par 
alysis  appeared  throughout  the  year. 

Adequate  control  of  the  spread  of  these  diseases  was  necessarily 
very  difficult.  Many  cases  were  considered  so  mild  by  the  parents  that 
a physician  was  not  called  to  see  the  case,  and  therefore  the  disease  was 
unreported  to  the  health  authorities.  All  suspected  cases  were  followed 
up  by  the  School  Nurse  when  reported  from  the  school.  Many  cases 
were  found  by  the  School  Physician  where  the  child  had  returned  to 
school  showing  symtoms  of  the  disease. 

The  School  Physician  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  Health  Depart- 
ment in  the  management  of  these  epidemics  and  reported  many  cases  of 
contagious  disease  which  would  never  have  been  recorded. 

It  was  deemed  unwise  to  close  any  of  the  schools  on  account  of 
contagious  disease.  Closer  supervision  of  an  out-break  is  made  possible 
with  frequent  health  inspections  by  keeping  them  open. 


Clinics 

Representatives  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health  con- 
ducted a check-up  clinic  as  part  of  the  ten  year  Tuberculosis  prevention 
program,  which  was  begun  a few  years  ago.  Recommendations  for  Open 
Air  Room  and  Health  Camp  regime  were  made  and  followed  out  by  the 
School  Physician. 

The  problem  presented  by  the  mentally  retarded  child  is  now  being 
met  by  the  establishment  of  ungraded  rooms,  and  the  annual  mental  ex- 
aminations as  conducted  by  Dr.  Patterson  of  the  Wrentham  State  School. 
Dr.  Ralph  M.  Chambers,  superintendent  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital, 
has  recently  opened  a mental  clinic  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 
This  clinic  is  held  monthly.  At  this  clinic  psychiatric  examinations  are 
.given  patients  referred  to  it  by  physicians.  I feel  that  advantage  should 
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be  taken  of  this  clinic  both  by  the  parents  and  teachers  in  determining  the 
mental  status  of  backward  children. 

Fresh  Air  Room 

The  Fresh  Air  Room  at  the  Richardson  School  justified  itself  by  the 
results  noted  in  the  improvement  of  the  pupils  during  the  year.  Several 
children  attained  their  normal  weight  or  went  over  this  mark.  Whenever 
possible  arrangements  were  made  to  take  care  of  these  children  at  the 
Summer  Health  Camps  so  that  their  progress  in  general  health  would  not 
be  interrupted. 

Physical  defects  in  these  children  were  remedied  before  they  were 
enrolled  so  that  they  were  made  free  to  gain. 

Health  Camps 

The  Health  Camps  of  the  city  took  care  of  many  under-nourished 
children  during  the  surhmer.  At  the  Lions’  Health  Camp  fifty  boys 
were  cared  for,  and  at  the  Bristol  County  Health  Camp  thirty-two  boys 
and  girls  were  accommodated.  The  children  were  picked  from  those 
who  were  found  to  be  10%  or  more  underweight,  or  who  had  been  ex- 
posed to  Tuberculosis.  The  Bristol  County  Health  Camp  is  financed 
solely  by  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals. 

It  is  probable  that  these  camps  will  be  enlarged  during  the  coming 
year  so  that  a greater  number  of  children  may  be  accommodated.  This 
can  be  made  possible  only  if  sufficient  funds  are  available. 

Health  Activities 

Health  instruction  was  given  to  the  pupils  by  the  teachers  as  has 
been  the  custom  in  former  years.  Children  were  weighed  and  measured 
monthly  and  records  sent  home  to  the  parents.  Posters  on  health  sub- 
jects were  made  by  the  pupils  in  many  of  the  schools.  Health  talks 
were  given  by  the  School  Nurse  on  her  visits  to  the  schools. 

On  May  Day,  which  was  proclaimed  National  Child  Health  Day,  ap- 
propriate exercises  were  held  at  the  various  schools.  On  account  of  the 
inclement  weather  the  health  plays  and  health  parades,  some  of  which 
were  very  elaborate,  were  held  in-doors.  Many  parents  attended  these  ex- 
ercises. 

Diphtheria  Prevention 

With  the  appearance  of  several  cases  of  Diphtheria  this  fall 
a special  effort  was  made  to  institute  an  effective  Diphtheria  pre- 
vention prevention  campaign.  This  campaign  was  inaugurated  under  the 
direction  of  the  local  Health  Department  with  the  approval  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Department  of  Public  Health.  Over  500  children  were  given 
the  toxin-antitoxin  treatment  in  the  schools.  It  is  planned  to  follow  up 
this  initial  effort  by  annual  treatment  of  children  in  the  first  year  of 
school,  feeling  that  by  such  procedure  we  may  finally  eliminate  Diph- 
theria as  a factor  in  the  epidemology  of  our  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  School  Nurse’s  sixth  year  of  service  has  been  marked  by  an  un- 
usual number  of  epidemics. 

Early  in  the  year  an  epidemic  of  mumps  at  the  Washington  School 
and  during  the  entire  year  there  were  scattered  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
in  most  of  the  districts,  together  with  some  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
several  cases  of  chicken  pox. 

At  such  times  many  home  visits  are  necessarily  made  by  the  School 
Nurse. 

The  interests  of  the  school  children  in  the  care  of  the  teeth,  which 
was  so  marked  has  fallen  off  so  as  to  be  most  negligible.  The  nurse 
cannot  urge  too  strongly  a return  of  the  dental  clinic. 

The  teachers  in  the  various  schools,  as  in  previous  years  have  car- 
ried on  the  nutrition  work  by  weighing  and  measuring  the  pupils  and 
giving  brief  talks  on  nutrition.  * The  nutrition  work  thus  accomplished 
was  demonstrated  on  May  Day  by  a health  program  in  each  school 
consisting  of  Health  Parades,  Health  Plays,  drills,  postures,  etc. 

Early  in  May  the  State  Clinic,  under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
Dept,  of  Public  Health,  re-examined  the  fifty  cases  which  have  been 
under  observation  since  June  1925.  Owing  to  the  corrective  program 
which  the  School  Nurse  has  carried  out  since  the  previous  examination, 
there  was  a decided  showing  of  gain  in  most  of  these  cases. 

Thirty-two  children  entered  the  Bristol  County  Camp,  ha^ng  pre- 
viously had  all  defects  corrected  so  they  might  take  full  advantage  of 
the  health  measures.  Several  others  entered  the  Boys’  Camp  and  both 
groups  showed  marked  improvement  on  their  return  to  school  in  the 
fall. 


A new  class  in  the  care  of  the  baby  was  organized  this  year  in  the 
Continuation  School  by  the  School  Nurse.  The  work  of  the  class  is 
similar  to  that  of  the  Lincoln  School.  The  latter  class  gave  a demon- 
stration of  the  work  by  means  of  a playlet  entitled  “The  Baby’s  Bath,” 
given  in  the  school  hall.  The  South  Attleboro  Mothers’  Club  presented 
the  class  with  a banner  bearing  the  name  “Little  Mothers’  League, 
1927”  in  gold  letters  on  a blue  background. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  local  Board  of  Health,  a Diphtheria 
Clinic  was  held  in  the  various  schools  at  which  the  School  Nurse  and 
School  Physician  assisted.  Children  up  to  the  age  of  twelve  years  were 
given  the  toxin  anti-toxin  treatment  for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria. 

Each  year  the  work  is  expanding  and  more  demands  are  made  on 
the  School  Nurse,  and  if  demands  continue  to  increase,  it  will  be  im- 
possible for  one  nurse  to  carry  on  the  work. 

The  School  Nurse  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging 
the  co-operation  of  the  local  physicians,  the  District  Nursing  Association, 
the  Family  Welfare  Association,  the  South  Attleboro  Mothers’  Club.

If  this  is  done  then  the  small  boiler  should  be  installed  at  Dodgeville 
in  place  of  the  hot  air  furnace  that  heats  the  halls  and  two  back  rooms — 
this  hot  air  furnace  does  not  do  good  work.  The  Dodgeville  building  is  one 
of  the  hardest  to  heat,  all  doors  open  to  the  northwest  and  this  makes  the 
hallways  very  cold  as  there  is  only  one  radiator  on  the  first  floor.  A 
small  boiler  with  the  right  amount  of  radiators  would  be  a great  ben- 
efit. 

Miscellaneous  repairs  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  but  there  are 
plenty,  to  say  nothing  about  what  may  develop  before  next  summer.

It  has  come  to  a point  where  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we  have 
a small  car  to  carry  on  the  Wire  Inspection  work.  You  will  note  by 
comparing  the  figures  of  our  reports  six  years  ago  and  the  above  figures 
that  our  inspections  have  increased  from  735  in  1921  to  2,775  during  the 
past  year. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  completed  during  the  past 
year:  The  French  Cable  Line  that  heretofore  passed  through  the  City 
Civic  Zone  has  been  re-routed  so  that  all  poles  from  the  junction 
of  South  Main  and  Wall  Street  through  Railroad  Avenue  to  Park  Street 
has  been  removed,  making  a great  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the 
streets.  The  Telephone  Company  has  completed  the  installation  of 
considerably  larger  cable.  In  some  instances  some  of  this  cable  is  the 
largest  being  made  to  date.  When  all  overhead  cables  which  have  been 
increased  also  in  capacity  are  completely  placed  in  service  which  will 
be  in  the  near  future,  our  citizens  will  receive  a desided  improvement 
in  service  by  being  able  to  cut  down  the  number  of  parties  on  each  line.

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City  Solicitor’s  Report 

To  the  Honorable  Fred  E.  Briggs,  Mayor  of  Attleboro: 

I submit  my  annual  report  as  City  Solicitor  for  the  City  of  Attleboro 
for  the  year  1927. 

During  the  year  I have  attended  conferences,  consultations  and  given 
advice  449  times. 

I have  given  twenty-one  written  opinions,  drawn  three  releases  and 
assisted  in  drawing  four  votes  for  the  Municipal  Council  and  five  new 
Ordinances. 

I have  collected  three  claims  for  the  city,  including  one  for  the 
Welfare  Department  of  $973.75,  the  others  in  assisting  the  City  Collector. 

I have  drawn  three  easements  and  guarantees  and  one  agreement. 

I have  assisted  in  the  matter  of  the  taking  of  land  for  the  widening  of 
South  Main  Street  and  Park  Street  and  also  taking  of  the  Blake  land 
in  Mansfield  for  the  new  water  supply  and  of  the  taking  of  waters  of  the 
Mirimichi  Pond. 

I have  appeared  for  the  city  in  the  land  court  on  two  petitions  for 
registration  of  land,  one  by  Charles  R.  Wood  and  the  other  by  Alice 
M.  Gaffney. 

I appeared  with  you  and  members  of  the  Council  before  the  joint 
committee  on  hearing  of  Senate  bill  263  relative  to  biennial  elections, 
which  act  I assisted  in  drawing. 

I appeared  before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  relative  to  the 
report  of  the  A.  B.  Street  Railway  and  consulted  with  the  State  Health 
Department  relative  to  the  taking  of  waters  of  Mirimichi  Pond. 

I have  drawn  one  deed  of  land  for  the  city  and  examined  two  deeds 
of  land  to  the  city. 

I have  had  two  suits  brought  in  behalf  of  the  City  Collector  for  Taxes 
and  have  had  one  appearance  filed  in  behalf  of  the  city  on  a Small  Claims 
action  against  the  city. 

I filed  one  proof  of  claim  in  the  Bankruptcy  Court  for  the  City  Col- 
lector. 


KIMBALL  CASE 

IThere  was  turned  over  to  my  department  a suit  by  Johanna  Burke 
Kimball  against  the  city  in  an  amount  of  several  hundred  dollars  but  the 
action  was  settled  for  the  sum  of  $150.00  I had  proper  releases  and 
agreements  for  judgment  signed  and  filed. 


KING  CASE 

The  land  damage  case  of  Florence  T.  King  was  pending  when  I 
took  office  and  has  since  been  settled  for  the  sum  of  $699.00,  with  proper 
releases  and  agreements  for  judgment  filed. 
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CITY  OF  BOSTON  CASE 

A claim  of  the  City  of  Boston  against  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  care 
and  board  of  Mary  Galliazo  was  pending  when  I took  office  in  an  amount 
of  $680.75.  This  was  settled  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  $383.25. 

BATTERSHALL  CASE 

The  petition  of  Mary  !H.  Battershall  for  abatement  of  taxes  was  pend- 
ing before  the  County  Commissioners.  I appeared  before  the  County 
Commissioners  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  had  the  petition  dismissed  be- 
cause it  was  improperly  brought. 


CLARK  CASE 

Carlos  T.  Clark  brought  action  for  $30.00  for  paving  stone  in  the 
Small  Claims  Court.  I had  Attorney  Bazil  B.  Mulligan  represent  the  city. 
After  hearing  Judge  Connors  decided  in  favor  of  the  city. 

CROSBY  CASE 

The  claim  of  Crosby  Brothers  for  land  damages  on  account  of 
relocation  of  Morey  Street  was  pending  when  I took  office  and  is  still 
pending  in  court. 


HOLMAN  CASE 

The  claim  of  Grace  M.  Holman  which  was  pending  when  I took  office 
was  settled  for  $305.10. 

The  claim  of  B.  P.  Galligan  relative  to  drain  across  his  property  on 
County  Street  was  referred  to  me  but  no  suit  was  brought  and  the  matter 
is  still  pending  so  far  as  I know. 

There  were  three  claims  made  against  the  city  on  which  I advised 
no  liability  and  so  far  as  I know  no  action  has  been  brought. 

The  only  court  action  now  pending  against  the  city  is  the  claim  of 
Crosby  Bros. 

There  are  prospective  claims  against  the  city  for  the  widening  of  So. 
Main  Street,  for  the  taking  of  the  Blake  land  in  Mansfield,  but  no  pe- 
titions for  damages  have  yet  been  brought. 

d have  had  several  conferences  relative  to  the  South  Main  Street 
damages,  but  no  agreement  has  yet  been  reached. 

I have  also  talked  with  Mr.  Blake’s  attorney  but  no  agreement  has- 
been  reached  in  that  matter. 

The  expenses  of  my  department  for  the  year  1927  is  $39.36,  of  which 
$12.16  were  for  expenses  of  bringing  suit  in  behalf  of  the  city,  for  tax 
bills,  and  $3.50  for  recording  deed. 

The  balance  was  for  postage,  stationery,  and  travelling  expenses. 

I recommend  the  same  appropriation  for  this  department  as  last 
year.
